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ELL, IT’S good to know 
those two Examiner aces, 
Phil Matier and Andrew 


Ross, are still hard at work, exposing 
corruption and malfeasance at the 
highest levels of government. 

The Dynamic Duo’s latest explosive 
scoop hit the streets like a bombshell 
Monday, June 12th. The target was a 
familiar figure: Supervisor Richard 
Hongisto, who made front-page 
headlines just last year when Matier 
and Ross managed to gain access to 
one of his buildings and found too 
many bathtubs in the hallway. 

Hongisto somehow managed to 
survive the Great Bathtub Scandal 
without his political career going 
completely down the drain, and a few 
months ago, he made it known that 
he was interested in running for 
assessor. Matier and Ross, ever- 
vigilant, discovered that the supervisor 
and would-be tax man had run into 
some tax trouble of his own. 

According to the Matier/Ross re- 
port, the Internal Revenue Service has 
slapped two liens, worth a total of 
$5,738, on Hongisto, Inc., the busi- 
ness that runs Hongisto’s grocery 
store and manages his buildings. The 
feds also attached $1,014 from his 
personal bank account to cover what 
the IRS insisted was a tax debt. 

Hongisto told me the $1,014 seizure 
was all an IRS mistake — one the IRS 
later admitted. He says he didn’t 
know that Hongisto, Inc. owed back 
tax money to the IRS, but if it’s true, 
he’ll pay it. Hot stuff. 

Let’s be serious for a moment here: 
Dick Hongisto is an elected official, 
considering a run for higher office, 
and if he hasn’t been paying all his 
taxes on time, that’s legitimate news. 
You can’t fault the Dynamic Duo for 
pursuing the story, and you can’t 
fault the Examiner for printing it. 

But you have to put the whole 
thing in perspective. Matier and Ross, 
like all newspaper reporters and 
editors, make judgments every day 
about what is news and what isn’t. 
There are thousands of stories out 
there to be written, dozens of big, 
juicy scandals, and nobody can pos- 
sibly cover them all. 

And what are we really talking 
about here? A supervisor who runs a 
small grocery store and owns a few 
apartment buildings, a possible case 
of sloppy bookkeeping, or alternately 
an over-aggressive federal agency 
wasting a lot of time and money pur- 
suing a bogus claim. The total 
amount of money at stake: $6,752. 

Meanwhile, take a look at some of 
the stories that haven’t made it into 
the Examiner — that Matier and Ross 
have never found it worth their while 
to pursue. For starters, there’s the 
Assessor’s Office — it didn’t take us 
very long last year to find ample evi- 
dence that the city is losing millions 
upon millions of dollars every year 
through underassessments of big 
downtown buildings owned by huge 
out-of-town corporations. Then, of 
course, there’s Willie Brown and 
Underwater World, and PG&E, and 
the scavengers, and Santa Fe Pacific 
Realty. To name just a few multi- 
million-dollar scandals.

festering in California politics today: 

@ The ‘‘public-be-damned’’ legislative 

secrecy principle, under which our elected repre- 
sentatives in Sacramento feel free to debate and 
enact public policy behind closed doors, without 
public accountability. 
@ The Willie Brown/Pier 39/Steinhart Aquarium 
principle, under which elected legislators -who are 
also attorneys feel free to represent private clients, at 
huge fees, in matters that involve public policy — 
and then keep secret the results of their work. 

The two represent the worst manifestations of 
the secrecy and sleaze that have come to dominate 
policy-making in Washington, Sacramento and 
city halls across the state. It may take a vigorous 
lobbying campaign or a major lawsuit to deal with 
the first problem (see editorial below). It will take 
even more to deal with the second. 

The San Francisco City Planning Commission 
took a step in the right direction June 8th when it 
decided to postpone consideration of a proposed 
commercial aquarium project at Fisherman’s 
Wharf (see page 9). Commission President Doug 
Engmann asked the aquarium developer to pro- 
vide details of the deal the developer (represented 


Ts: DANGEROUS trends are growing and 


by Willie Brown) cut with the California Academy 
of Sciences to buy off the academy’s opposition to 
the project. 

Engmann properly recognizes that the Pier 39 
project’s mostly-out-of-town developers can be 
held accountable only if city officials demand the 
disclosure of all relevant information. 

The commissioners could, however, still go a 
step further: They could demand to know what 
role the speaker of the Assembly played in the set- 
tlement deal. Technically, the San Francisco City 
Planning Commission has no jurisdiction over the 
ethics of a lawyer/legislator — but in practice, the 
commission’s power to grant permits gives it 
unusual leverage in this case. And the various agen- 
cies who do have legal jurisdiction over Brown’s 
apparent conflict — the grand jury, the Fair 
Political Practices Commission, the Legislature’s 
ethics committees, the state Bar Association, the 
San Francisco district attorney — all have failed to 
lift a pencil in protest. 

If no public agencies will pursue the case, it will 
take a formal complaint from an individual legis- 
lator or a citizens’ group to force the issue. We’re 
still waiting for an answer: Who’s unafraid of 
Willie Brown? 


SPI’s SOS on Sacramento secrecy 


HE CENTRAL California chapter of the 
Society of Professional Journalists, which 
has taken the lead in the fight against 
legislative secrecy in Sacramento, has issued an 
urgent SOS to the public and press in California. 

Chapter President Dan Carson, who is Capitol 
bureau chief for the San Diego Union and has 
followed Sacramento freedom-of-information issues 
for years, sums up the new danger clearly: ‘‘In our 
view, we now face one of the gravest threats in years 
to the principle of open government — the deter- 
mination of the state Legislature that it is free, 
almost at whim, to meet behind closed doors.”’ 

As attentive Bay Guardian readers know, 
Carson is referring to the news disclosed by the San 
Jose Mercury News, the Bay Guardian and other 
newspapers, that the Legislature has institu- 
tionalized new levels of secrecy: After the voters 
enacted a 1984 initiative requiring open meetings 
and after the initiative was upheld by an appeals 
court, the Legislature, led by Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown, continued to meet in secret. 

Then, when challenged by the Mercury News, it 

retroactively came up with a quickie legislative 
counsel’s opinion to justify the secrecy, asserting 
that the open meeting statute had been superseded 
by a vaguely written clause in the joint rules. 
_ As Carson put it in a May 7th letter to Senate 
leader David Roberti (D-LA), chair of the Senate 
Rules Committee: “‘One must doubt an analysis 
which holds an existing law invalid under the 
theory that a seemingly unrelated legislative rule of 
conduct has repealed it by implication. Most legal 
authorities, we are told, take a dim view of this 
law-making.”’ 


The current impasse between elected legislators 
and the public and press makes a festering mess for 
everyone. Carson again: ‘‘The Legislature has 
opened itself up to the charge that it is flouting the 
expressed will of the voters. Journalists may be frus- 
trated in their efforts to tell their readers about news- 
worthy government decisions at the Capitol. And 
the public, to whom we are both accountable and 
responsible, is left with a cloud of mistrust whenever 
government operates behind closed doors.’’ 

The Central SPJ chapter, with 150 or so Sacra- 
mento journalists, many of them Capitol correspon- 
dents, and the local Northern California chapter, 
with 300 or so Bay Area journalists, urge the legisla- 
tors to do three things: Obey the law, stop meeting 
secretly and conform their rules to the unequivocal 
open-meetings provisions of the 1984 initiative.

Records request denied 

Editor’s note: We received the following letter 
June 12th, in response to our request that the 
California Academy of Sciences make public its 
agreement with the developers of Underwater 
World (see editorial, this page). 


I received Jim Balderston’s hand-delivered letter 
after the close of business on Friday, 6/2/89, re- 
questing certain documents. The request was made 
under authority of the California Public Records 
Act (Govt. Code 6250, et seq.) which is applicable 
to records prepared, owned, used or retained by 
state or local agencies. The California Academy of 
Sciences is neither a state nor a local agency and 


therefore does not fali within the scope of the 
Public Records Act. 

The Academy, founded and incorporated in 
1853, is a nonprofit corporation organized under 
the laws of the State of California for the promo- 
tion of science. It is not a department of the City 
and County of San Francisco, nor is it a board, 
commission or agency of the city. 

The Academy exclusively manages and operates 
all of the facilities that it has built in Golden Gate 
Park. The Steinhart Aquarium was constructed 
through a bequest of the facilities so operated by 
the Academy. The San Francisco Charter memo- 
tializes our organization’s long-term special re- 
lationship with the city. 

Although the Public Records Act does not apply 
to this institution, it is always our intention to be 
cooperative with the media in their performance of 
their duties. I have been available in the past to 
answer questions, and will continue to do so. 

Finally, I must reiterate what I said before: 
There is no connection between Assembly Bill 1580 
and the issue of Pier 39.

The Academy of 
Sciences get substantial public money, operates on 
public land, has at least one public official (Tax 
Collector Thad Brown) on its board and is asking 
Sor further public subsidies from the state, through 
a bill sponsored by Brown (AB 1580). A question: 
Will the $2 million called for in AB 1580 be enough 
to stop the hemorrhaging of money from Steinhart 
if Underwater World is built? Or will the Academy 
be back for more next year, and the year after? 
How can we be sure without knowing the details of 
the agreement?

MORALES 

vs. SFPD: 
ANATOMY OF 
AN OCC CASE 


I COULDN'T believe my eyes when I saw 
a group of five or six uniformed San 
Francisco police officers charging, with 
batons held head-high, into what seemed 
at that point to be a peaceful crowd. My 
surprise turned to horror a few seconds 
later, when I saw a female officer knock 
down a young Latina woman whose belly 
was swollen with an eighth-month 
pregnancy. The officer grabbed the 
pregnant woman by the hair, threw her 
onto the street and jumped on top of her. 

I heard a man shout, ‘‘Get off her! 
She’s pregnant! She’s pregnant!’’ The 
crowd picked it up like a chant, repeating 
‘‘She’s pregnant! She’s pregnant!’’ I 
found myself joining in. But it was a long 
ten or 15 seconds before the officer stood 
up and let the woman go. 

The date, was May 27th. The scene was 
the Mission District, a few blocks away 
from the Carnaval festivities. I was 
walking back to my car from Carnaval, 
and just happened to be on hand to see, at 
close range, the entire incident unfold. The 
upshot could be a remarkable case study in 
the anatomy of a citizen complaint before 
San Francisco’s civilian police watchdog, 
the Office of Citizen Complaints. 

The pregnant woman, Haydee Morales, 
and the father of her child, Johnny Wong, 
have filed a complaint with the OCC. I 
volunteered to go along with them and 
signed a statement as a witness. As both 
witness and reporter, I will be chronicling 
over the coming weeks and months the 
progress of their complaint — the paper- 
work, the interviews and the hearings, the 
procedures and the complainants’ rights 
and options. 

The stories could help shed some light 
on the problems, advantages and chal- 
lenges of a civilian watchdog agency that 
has been mired in conflict as complaints 
against the police have become a high- 
profile political issue over the past year. 

My memory of the events of that day is 
quite clear. The incident had started as a 
minor scuffle among a few youths the 
Saturday afternoon of the Carnaval 
celebrations in the Mission, a couple of 
blocks from the music and dancing. A few 
punches were thrown, but nothing serious. 

Quickly, nearby friends jumped in to 
stop the fight, pulling the combatants apart, 
holding them back in bear hugs and talking 
them into cooling off. Nothing was hurt 
but perhaps some macho pride. Morales, a 
28-year-old Mission District resident, was 
holding onto her 14-year-old nephew. 

The peacemakers had prevailed and the 
fighting was over when the police came 
charging up the street. Without a word of 
warning, they attacked the peacemakers, 
including Morales. 

Late that evening, Morales began to 
complain of lower-back pain. Concerned 
for the welfare of their unborn child, 
Wong took her to St. Luke’s Hospital’s 
Emergency Department. The physician in 
attendance checked her, diagnosed the 
problem as ‘‘contused lower back,” 
prescribed Tylenol and suggested applying 
heat to her back. 

Several days later Morales said her left 
hip, where she fell to the ground, was 
beginning to lock when she got up from 


bed. She also discovered a black-and-blue 
bruise on her lower abdomen. 

On June 2nd, six days after the incident, 
Wong again took her to the emergency 
room when she started to have labor 
contractions two weeks before her due 
date. The same physician, Dr. Catajan, 
examined Morales again and kept her 
under observation for an hour, listening 
carefully to the baby’s heartbeat until the 
contractions subsided. According to 
Morales, Catajan told her the bruise could 
have been caused by the police officer and 
could possibly affect the health of the 
baby. Catajan declined to discuss 
Morales’s condition with me. 

Morales and Wong then decided to file 
a complaint with the OCC. We went to the 
OCC offices on June 9th, taking with us 
the records of Morales’s two visits to the 
emergency room and photos of the bruise 
on her abdomen. 

Filing the complaint was a relatively sim- 
ple process, although it took almost two 
hours. The receptionist gave us the forms to 
fill out with basic identification information 
(name, address, phone, etc.), the time and 
place of the incident, physical description 
and badge number of the officer being 
charged and a narrative of the incident. 

After we filled out the forms, each of us 
was taken separately into a small back 
room and interviewed on tape by OCC 
investigators Diane Christensen and David 
Aulet. They walked us through a narrative 
of the incident again, asking us for further 
detail. Although we didn’t know the name 
of the offending officer, we did have her 
badge number (I’m not publishing it in the 
interest of letting the OCC process take its 
normal course). 

We were given a group of six photo- 
graphs and were asked to select the officer 
from the lineup. 

Our next step will be to contact the 
several other witnesses who have volun- 
teered to fill out the witness form and be 
interviewed by the investigators. After 
that, the officers involved will be inter- 
viewed by the investigators and we will 
await word from the OCC on whether our 
complaint will be sustained. And then it 
goes to the police chief. Stay tuned. As the 
case develops we will keep you posted.

JUSTICE OFFICIAL 
RECOMMENDS 
APPROVAL OF 
YORK JOA 


A JUSTICE Department attorney has 
recommended to Attorney General 
Richard Thornburgh that he approve a 
proposed joint operating agreement 
between two newspaper companies in 
York, Pennsylvania. 

If approved, the JOA would allow York 
Newspapers Inc. and York Daily Record 
Inc. to combine all non-editorial 
functions, including circulation, printing 
and advertising. Such joint operating 
agreements in other cities have contributed 
to the concentration of news media in a 
few hands and discouraged competitive 
editorial voices. 

York Newspapers, which publishes the 
afternoon York Dispatch and the York 
Sunday News, is owned by Garden State

Newspapers, which is itself a joint venture of 
two large media chains. The other firm, 
which publishes the York Daily Record, is 
owned by Seattle-based Carlsbad Publishing. 

The two papers filed Feb. 22nd for a 
special exemption from antitrust laws to 
form the JOA. Under the terms of the 
1970 Newspaper Preservation Act, 
newspapers wishing to form a JOA must 
show that at least one paper is ‘‘in 
probable danger of financial failure.’’ In 
this instance, the ‘‘failing newspaper’’ is 
the Record, which claims losses of $3.6 
million since 1978. 

On June 12th, Michael Boudin, acting 
assistant attorney general for the Antitrust 
Division, recommended that Thornburgh 
approve the York application. He agreed 
the Record was in danger of failing, but 
called the case ‘‘a close one.”’ 

Boudin submitted his report just days 
after the June 15th deadline for filing 
public comments, which had been 
extended to allow the division time to 
prepare its recommendation. 

He did not recommend holding public 
hearings on the proposal, despite calls for 
hearings from the National Newspaper 
Association, the Association of 
Alternative Newsweeklies and the California 
Committee for a Free and Independent 
Press. 

Duane Ice, the Southfield, Michigan at- 
torney for the Newspaper Guild and the 
Graphic Communications International 
Union, two unions representing employees 
of the York papers, announced in April 
that he would request that hearings be held 
in York. But last month, the unions cut 
a deal with the papers and withdrew 
their opposition. 

The attorney general is not bound by 
the Antitrust Division recommendation. 
He may approve or reject the application, 
or call for hearings before an administra- 
tive law judge. However, the Wall Street 
Journal reported June 12th, ‘‘Thornburgh 
is expected to issue a final ruling on the 
matter by mid-July.”’ 

Robert Picard, a communications pro- 
fessor at Emerson College in Boston, told 
the Bay Guardian that while he is strongly 
opposed to joint operating agreements, 
“York is the kind of place where if you’re 
going to have a JOA, it’s what the law in- 
tended. It’s the first case where the 
numbers haven’t been stretched.” 

However, another foe of JOAs, Bay 
Guardian Editor and Publisher Bruce B. 
Brugmann, said, ‘‘If Justice can claim that 
two rich, out-of-state newspaper chains can 
merge and lock up a small Pennsylvania 
community for 100 years with a government 
license, then this is another reason the ‘fail- 
ing newspaper’ act is so outrageous, out- 
dated and ought to be changed.”

WINS GOLDEN 
QUILL AWARD 


THE INTERNATIONAL Society of 
Weekly Newspaper Editors has honored 
Bay Guardian City Editor Tim Redmond 
with the 1989 Golden Quill Award for 
editorial writing in the nondaily field. 
Redmond was selected from 96 
entrants by Albert Scardino, the New 


York Times’ Pulitzer Prize-winning 
media writer. Scardino himself won a 
Golden Quill while he was owner and 
editor of the Georgia Gazette, a weekly 
newspaper in Savannah, Georgia. 

Redmond’s prizewinning editorial, titled 
“PG&E and Diablo: A scandal without 
end,’’ appeared in the Bay Guardian 
Oct. 19, 1988. It accompanied a feature 
story by reporter Jim Balderston detailing 
how Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
brought its political muscle to bear on the 
California Public Utilities Commission, 
and convinced it to make PG&E’s cus- 
tomers pay for $3.4 billion worth of mis- 
takes the company made while building 
the Diablo Canyon nuclear power plant. 

The Diablo Canyon scandal, Redmond 
wrote, ‘‘is one of the great scandals in Cal- 
ifornia history, one that rivals even the 
Raker Act scandal in its breathtaking 
grandeur, malevolence, longevity and 
national impact.’’ 

He called on ‘‘the Ex/Chron reporters 
who are so busy with Dick Hongisto’s in- 
laws and Roger Boas’s sex life’’ to cover 
the story. 

Scardino selected the editorial for the top 
award from among 12 finalists. He said 
reading the entries ‘‘proved once again that 
the weekly press provides its readers with 
some of the most forceful, provocative and 
moving commentary available in the 
United States and Canada.” 

Redmond will receive his award 
July 14th at the ISWNE annual awards 
banquet in Atlanta. 


AQUARIUM 
DELAYED AMID 
CONFUSION ON 
CHRON, BROWN 


AT THE request of San Francisco Plan- 
ning Director Dean Macris, the Planning 
Commission has postponed action for at 
least a month on the Underwater World 
Pier 39 aquarium proposal. But though 
the project is stalled, the questions sur- 
rounding it keep growing. 

One issue in particular — the role of 
the San Francisco Chronicle in financing 
the project — has become more murky 
since June 5th, when a Chron story- 
announced that a Chronicle Publishing 
Company subsidiary was among the 
Underwater World investors. 

This week indications surfaced that the 
Chron may have erred in reporting its own 
involvement. But attempts to clarify this 
issue, like others about the project, have 
been futile. 

The Planning Commission was slated to 
vote June 8th on the application by Pier 39 
Associates, owned largely by the Bass 
Brothers of Texas, and Questar - 
Associates, a New Zealand developer, to 
construct an $18 million commercial 
aquarium at Fisherman’s Wharf. 

Fisherman’s Wharf merchants have 
opposed the plan, arguing that the 
aquarium’s estimated 900 visitors an hour 
would compound the area’s already 
serious traffic and parking problems. 

Macris cited these problems as the 
reason for the delay. But commissioners 
have raised a number of other critical 
issues. Specifically, they demanded that

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the developer provide more information 
about its deal with the California Academy 
of Sciences, which had opposed the 
project because a city study predicted that 
competition from a new aquarium would 
mean an annual loss of $400,000 in 
visitors’ fees to the Academy’s Steinhart 
Aquarium in Golden Gate Park. 

But after two private meetings with 
Assembly Speaker Willie L. Brown Jr., 
who represents Underwater World as a 
private attorney, the Steinhart director, 
John McCosker, agreed to withdraw his 
opposition. Brown later introduced a bill 
in the Assembly that would give the 
academy $2 million in matching 
state funds. The developer also agreed to 
pay Steinhart an annual stipend. 

In a June 8th letter to the Bay Guardian, 
McCosker said the academy will not 
release the details of that agreement, on 
the grounds that the agency, although it 
receives public funds and operates on city 
land, is not a public institution and thus is 
exempt from the California Public 
Records Act (see letter, page 6). 

Planning Commission President Doug 
Engmann told the Bay Guardian he has 
also asked for details of the agreement. 
Engmann said, however, that it was ‘‘not 
[the commission’s] role’’ to pursue the 
possibility that Brown was in a conflict-of- 
interest position when he introduced the 
bill. He added that the commission was 
curious about the Chronicle’s role ‘“‘to the 
extent that we want to know who all the 
project sponsors are,’’ but knew little 
about the arrangement. 

A June 5th Chronicle story by Steve 
Massey reported for the first time that a 
firm called Chronicle Ventures, a subsid- 
iary of Chronicle Publishing, which owns 
the newspaper and KRON-TV, was an 
investor in Underwater World. Massey 
said last week he had known nothing 
of the investment until after he had turned 
in his story and Executive Editor Bill 
German told him a paragraph would be 


added disclosing the paper’s interest (see 
Bay Guardian, 6/7/89). 

But after the story appeared, 
Underwater World project director Erik 
Pedersen denied that the Chron was 
involved. When the Bay Guardian story 
was published, calls came in from all over 
— including from sources at the Chron. 
The story that emerged goes like this: 

Chronicle Publisher Richard Thieriot 
saw Massey’s story before it went to press, 
and called German into his office. After 
that, German had the disclosure paragraph 
inserted into the story — but somehow, 
the facts came out all wrong. 

The truth (according to these sources) is 
that Chronicle Ventures has been negotiating 
to purchase an interest in Underwater World, 
but has not closed the deal — and when the 
story came out saying the company was 
already an investor, the developers were ex- 
tremely unhappy. They wanted a correction 
— but nobody at the Chron quite knew 
what to say. (The executive editor couldn’t 
get the facts straight? The publisher didn’t 
tell him the truth?) 

I finally got German on the phone, but 
he insisted that the story as published was 
correct, as far as he knew. Reports to the 
contrary ‘‘are news to me,”’ he explained. 
Who would know? ‘‘Try the publisher’s 
office,”’ he said. 

Thieriot’s assistant, Phelps Dewey, 
answered the phone on my first call, but 
said he was “‘in the middle of a meeting”’ 
and couldn’t talk. ‘‘Call me in half an 
hour,”’ he said. In half an hour (and 
several times later that day) Dewey was 
unavailable for comment. 

Calls to the Chronicle switchboard 
seeking a spokesperson for Chronicle 
Ventures were equally unsuccessful. The 
first time, I was transferred to Chronicle 
Books. The second time, the operator said 
she had no idea what I was talking about. 

So the mystery gets deeper. If anybody 
has any further information, we’d love to 
hear it — and if we hear anything, we’ll 
keep you posted.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Gubernatorial candidate - 
Dianne Feinstein’s eight- 
point plan to sanitize the so- 
called “halls of impropriety” in 
Sacramento is the latest — 
and perhaps most galling — 
example of a politician cynical- 
ly using the “ethics issue” as 
a way to garner votes. 

Feinstein is a bit of a late- 
comer to the field of govern- 
ment ethics. She is preceded 
by such ethical luminaries as 
Congressman Newt Gingrich 
of Georgia and Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown, who 
recently suggested that politi- 
cians should act as 
“philosopher kings." 

Brown is receiving his share 
of scrutiny for recently in- 
troducing legislation that will 
provide funding for the Califor- 
nia Academy of Sciences, 
while at the same time repre- 
senting — as a private lawyer 
— the commercial aquarium 
project that is a potential com- 
petitor to the academy's 
Steinhart Aquarium. 

Feinstein’s entry into the 
ethics-for-votes sweepstakes 
provides a clear example of 
the self-interested use of peo- 
ple’s serious concern about 
the honesty and loyalties of 
their elected representatives. 

According to UPI, Feinstein 
was more than happy to im- 
pose standards on others — 
but not at all willing to volun- 
tarily adhere to them herself. 
“But the former San Francisco 
mayor said she will not follow 
in her own gubernatorial race 
the campaign-finance guide- 
lines she set for other public 
officials unless her opponents 
also abide by them,” UPI 
reported. 

Feinstein even admitted 
that the reason she was pro- 
posing a $1,000 limit on cam- 
paign contributions from 
political action committees 
was, again according to UPI, 
“Feinstein called herself an 
underdog in the race and said 
she does not expect to receive 
much special interest money.” 

In other words, Feinstein 
was using the “‘ethics issue”’ 
as a way to limit the amount of 
money her opponents could 
raise while causing herself |it- 
tle or no harm. 

Feinstein's ethics gambit for 
votes is also an example of the 
way this self-interested use of 
the “ethics issue’’ can actually 
serve to defuse the important 
controversy over the accoun- 
tability of elected officials, by 
deflecting public debate to 
reform proposals that are any- 
thing but meaningful. 

This strategy adds up to a 
plan for leaving politicians like 
Feinstein free to continue 
answering almost exclusively 
to well-heeled individuals and 
interest groups, while at the 
same time claiming to be at 
the leading edge of '‘govern- 
ment reform.” 

Voters are not so easily 
fooled, however, and will res- 
pond in the most eloquent way 
they can. They simply won't 
bother to vote. 

And that — no doubt about 
it — is the real disaster.

Hallinan supports Martin 


SUPERVISOR TERENCE Hallinan is 
asking the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors to approve a resolution urging 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons to protect 
and guarantee the First Amendment rights 
of prisoner Dannie Martin. 

Martin has written more than 30 articles 
for the San Francisco Chronicle’s Sunday 
Punch section, and some have been critical 
of the federal prison system. For his 
efforts, Martin has been repeatedly 
punished by prison officials — placed in 
isolation cells, transferred on short notice 
to other facilities and denied access to his 
attorney and to his editor, Peter Sussman. 

Hallinan’s resolution, approved 3-0 
June 8th by the Human Services 
Committee, urges the mayor to send copies 
of the resolution to officials of the federal 
prison system, to warn them that the city is 
watching Martin’s treatment very closely. 

Martin is also involved in a lengthy — 
and expensive — legal battle, depending 
on donations from the public to enable 
him to continue his courageous fight. You 
can help one of two ways.

According to the mayor’s proposal, the 
29th Street Mental Health Center would 
close, and some services would be 
eliminated at seven other centers through- 
out the city.

Hunters Point cleanup 


THE NAVY HAS extended until June 
16th its deadline for written comments on 
the nature and scope of the environmental 
cleanup at the badly contaminated 
Hunters Point Naval Shipyard site. 

The federal Environmental Protection 
Agency is requiring the Navy to clean up 
the site, which is now contaminated with a 
wide variety of acids, heavy metals, 
asbestos products, oils and other health- 
and life-threatening substances. 

The Navy has never seemed in the least 
bit sensitive to environmental concerns, as 
evidenced by the present state of the 
Hunters Point base. Letters and comments 
demanding specific cleanup procedures for 
specific sites could help push the Navy into 
meeting its responsibilities. 

For example, you could write to the 
Navy and ask what sites in the Hunters 
Point area it has identified as needing 
cleanup measures, and what priority it has 
given to individual sites. 

You could also ask for the names and 
credentials of the companies that will haul 
the hazardous materials out of the base, 
and for information about the precautions 


that will be taken to insure that material — 
like 3,000 gallons of PCB oil — will be 
handled safely. 

Another key question is the Navy’s 
proposed 250-foot buffer zone around 
cleanup sites. Will the Navy take measures 
to assure that tenants’ 99-year leases will 
not be disrupted if their buildings fall 
within these zones? 

Finally, it is imperative that the Navy 
identify — publicly — where and how 
much radioactive material is on the base 
and how it will be handled. During the late 
1940’s, a large number of ships used in the 
Bikini Atoll atom bomb tests were decon- 
taminated at Hunters Point, and the sand 
blast grit used in that process was disposed 
of at an undisclosed location. Where is 
that sand? How much is there? And what 
will be done to prevent it from 
contaminating local residents and the Bay?

Hsu’s contract extension set 


THE SAN Francisco Community College 
Board of Governors is expected to 
announce the extension of Chancellor 
Hilary Hsu’s contract June 22nd. The 
board decided 6-1 on the extension in a 
closed session on June 12th. 

The board’s plan for Hsu is to extend 
his present contract through the year 1990, 
after which Hsu will have a six-month 
special assignment at current salary. After 
his leave it is rumored that Hse will 
head the finance division. 

Considering Hsu’s record of steward- 
ship of the whole district, many observers 
believe that moying him to the finance 
post could spell disaster. 

District faculty strongly oppose the 
extension of Hsu’s contract, but their 
objections — and results of a faculty 
survey that ran 10-1 against Hsu’s 
retention — have been pointedly ignored 
by the board.

The China syndrome 


By Bernard Ohanian 


HE IMAGE of one man standing in front of an army 

tank, forcing it to stop by daring it to run him over, is 

perhaps the most striking of all the astonishing, ex- 
hilarating and horrible scenes to come out of China in the 
past month. This is the power of the U.S. press at its best: 
Through television pictures, still photographs and evocative 
and descriptive reporting, we media consumers have gotten a 
vivid approximation of what it must have felt like to be in 
Beijing during the revolution-by-fax-machine. 

But another image also endures for me. It camea couple of 
days after the killings in and around Tienanmen Square, 
when a CNN reporter stopped people on the street in 
Manhattan to ask them a silly question along the lines of ‘‘Do 
you support the students in China?’’ One woman, a honey- 
mooner from Houston, gave an answer that symbolized why 
the China coverage has also been the U.S. press at its worst: 
“Of course,’’ she drawled. ‘‘They just want what we have.” 

We don’t know that for sure, Because the U.S. media — 
despite dedicating pages and pages of print and hours and 
hours of radio and television time to the China story — have 
largely downplayed or ignored what the students and other 
protestors across China want. The media have said repeatedly 
that the students are ‘‘pro-democracy;”’ what they haven’t 
said is that the word ‘‘democracy’’ can mean very different 
things in different cultures and political contexts. And the 
media certainly haven’t spent much time examining what the 
word might mean in China in 1989. 

It appears that the word ‘‘democracy’’ means, for the pro- 
testors in China, a free press, the right to assemble and dem- 
onstrate, an end to corruption and the public disclosure of 
leaders’ finances. But what else does ‘‘democracy’” mean? 
Does it mean, as it does for most Americans, a free-market 
economy with ample consumer goods and the freedom to be 
either rich, middle-class or poor? Perhaps. 

But the media’s few attempts at explaining what the 
students want indicate that for at least some of the protestors, 
the recent introduction of a market economy in China is the 
problem, not a solution. Consider these passages: 

Mary Ganz, the Examiner’s Asia bureau chief, in a June 
4th story: ‘‘Many of [the protestors] were willing to die for 
something they called democracy, which some of them last 
week defined as equality. ..It isn’t fair, an office worker 
said, that an entrepreneur can make more money selling ice 
cream on the street than a university graduate can make as a 
government servant.”’ 

Colina MacDougall, writing from Beijing for the Financial 
Times of London on May 30th: ‘‘Sadly, the advent of 
economic reform in China, with its stress on private business, 
has given huge opportunities for wheeling and dealing. It is 
now commonplace for the leaders’ offspring to have cozy 
jobs and hefty bank accounts, and the Dengs are no excep- 
tion.” 

Britain’s The Economist, in its May 20th issue: ‘‘Mr. 
Deng’s maxim that to get rich is glorious has introduced the 
politics of envy.” 

If there is at least some room for discussion about what 
“‘democracy’’ means economically in China, what does it 
mean politically? Does it mean, as it does for most Amer- 
icans, the exact opposite of what we call ‘“‘communism’’? 
Again, perhaps. What to make, then, of the fact that the 
demonstrations that led to the student occupation of 
Tienanmen Square were inspired by the death in April of a 
communist, former party chief Hu Yaobang, with students 
chanting ‘‘Long Live Hu Yaobang! Long live democracy!”’? 
Or that Mikhail Gorbachev, who last I checked was still a 
communist, was welcomed to Beijing last month by hunger- 
striking students holding up signs calling him ‘‘an emissary 


of democracy’’? Or that the song often referred to as “‘the 
rallying theme of the pro-democracy movement’’ (by 
Michael Sheridan of the London Observer, in a piece re- 
printed by the Examiner on June 7th, for example) is the 
“Internationale”? — a communist hymn? 

Clearly, something more complex than the veneration of 
George Washington is going on here, and a few reporters and 
columnists have explored the relationship between the goals 
of the Chinese movement and what we normally think of as 
“‘democracy.’’ Sheryl WuDunn of the New York Times, in 
the 18th paragraph of a 20-paragraph Page One story on 
May 22th, noted that ‘‘many Chinese demonstrators believe 
that democracy is possible under communism. . . They say 
that China could respect freedom of expression and allow 
democratic elections even under one-party Communist 
tule.’’ Bill Wong, in his Tribune column on June 9th, wrote 
that ‘“‘the students weren’t asking for a Western-style 
democracy or an overthrow of communism. They wanted 
limited freedoms to speak out and have an institutionalized 
dialogue with government leaders.’”’ 

According to Colina MacDougall of the Financial Times 
of London, in a May 18th piece, ‘‘Multi-party politics is not 
the students’ aim. They want a more liberal and just society. . . 
Their aim is to boot out the leaders they despise and install 
honest and honorable replacements.’’ And Dorothy Sol- 
inger, a professor at the University of California at Irvine, 
wrote an op-ed piece in the Los Angeles Times on May 26th, 
in which she quoted a leader of the Chinese Independent 
Association of University Students as saying ‘‘Democracy 
means that the people’s opinions and complaints can be ex- 
pressed and rapidly examined. Western-style democracy has 
good aspects but also bad aspects.” 

The writers quoted above have been among the few I’ve 
seen that tried to scratch below the ‘‘pro-democracy”’ sur- 
face. I’m not suggesting that all of them are right. But I am 
suggesting that by simply labeling the courageous and in- 
spiring movement in China ‘‘pro-democracy”’ without ex- 
ploring what ‘‘pro-democracy’’ may or may not mean in the 
Chinese context, the U.S. mainstream media have failed us. 
They’ve had the chance to report on the complexity of a 
landmark political movement in the world’s most populous 
nation, and instead they’ve reduced our understanding of 
that movement to the point that most media consumers 
would agree with that happy honeymooner on the street in 
New York City: ‘“‘They just want what we have.”’

Most of the $3.4 million shortfall is 
due to the comparatively low rainfall 
over the past year, which limited the 
generating capacity of the city’s Hetch 
Hetchy power project. Under the con- 
tracts, the city has to sell a certain 
amount of power to Turlock and 
Modesto every year, rain or no rain — 
at a cheap price that is based on the cost 
of Hetch Hetchy generation. 

If Hetch Hetchy doesn’t generate 
enough cheap power, the city, under 
the contracts, has to buy enough power 
from PG&E to meet Turlock and 


former Mayor Dianne Feinstein and 
PUC staff members between 1984 and 
1987 and approved by the Board of 
Supervisors and Mayor Art Agnos 
early in 1988.

To get Feinstein and the city to 
agree, Coehlo uses straight-ahead 
strong-arm tactics: threatening to 
introduce federal legislation that 
would force the city to sell its Hetch 
Hetchy hydroelectric power at cost.

Feb. 4, 1985: The Board of Super- 
visors meets in closed session to 
discuss three proposed 2-year 
interim electric power contracts.

May 28, 1985: The board ap- 
proves the interim contracts, but 
does not seem aware that the city is 


now completely locked into accept- 
ing similar terms for 27-year final 
contracts.

The provisions of the con- 
tracts are presented as a finished 
package, revealed after the deal has 
been completely worked out. 


Feb. 3, 1988: Budget Analyst 
Harvey Rose recommends against 
the approval of the contracts, estimat- 
ing the potential for revenues from al- 
ternative buyers to be $52 million 
greater than the revenues from 
Modesto and Turlock. Potential 
lost revenue to the city over the 
length of the contracts: $1.4 billion. 


March 1988: After several “for 
show’’ hearings on the contracts, 
they are approved by the city and 
signed by Mayor Art Agnos.

May 1989: Ethics charges swirl 
around Coehlo, who shocks every- 
one and resigns without a fight.

charges more for its power than the city 
is allowed to charge the districts, San 
Francisco loses money on every kilo- 
watt-hour sold. 

This year, Rose’s office predicts 
that the net loss from buying PG&E 
power high and selling it low will be 
$2.7 million. 

To make matters worse, the city got 
hit with a $750,000 tab for increased 
PG&E transmission charges — rate 
hikes that the contracts allow. 

The upshot is clear: While the city 
scrapes for money in the first year of 
the contracts, the three other parties — 
PG&E and Turlock and Modesto — 
are making out like bandits. PG&E is 
allowed to charge the city $750,000 in 
additional fees for transmission of elec- 
tricity to the districts. At the same time 
the utility is also selling more power — 
at rates that rank among the highest in 
the country — to the city. And Modesto 
and Turlock are paying low rates for 
power the city has to buy at market 
rates from PG&E. 

It gets even worse: When the city 
signed the contracts, officials insisted 
that a major reason they had to accept 
the lousy terms was the power of Con- 
gressman Tony Coelho, who repre- 
sented Turlock and Modesto. If the city 
didn’t accept Coelho’s (and PG&E’s 
and Modesto’s and Turlock’s) terms, 
the argument went, Coelho would push 
through legislation that would make San 
Francisco sell its power even cheaper — 
or maybe take away the dam altogether. 

Now, big bad Tony Coelho has re- 
signed under a cloud of ethics charges 
— and city officials are shrugging their 
shoulders and saying it’s too late to 
change the contracts. 


S THE Bay Guardian de- 
tailed in a lengthy series of 
stories in 1987 and 1988 
(summarized in the accom- 
panying chronology), the 
PG&E and Turlock and Modesto con- 
tracts were a disaster from Day One. 
Ultimately, the contracts have their 
roots in the Raker Act scandal — the 
64-year-old, $165-million-a-year scan- 
dal through which PG&E has kept pub- 
lic power out of San Francisco and pro- 
tected its own huge monopoly profits. 
To summarize the history briefly, 
San Francisco was granted in 1912, 
through a unique act of Congress, the 
right to build a dam for water in a 
pristine, environmentally sensitive 
valley (Hetch Hetchy) in a national 
park (Yosemite) — on the express con- 
dition that the dam also be used to 
generate electric power, and that the 
power be sold directly to the citizens of 
San Francisco. 
The Raker Act was supposed to be 
the Magna Carta of public power, a 
remarkable compromise between envi-

before the committee had completed 
its hearings. 

The other committee members 
are Terence Hallinan, who pledged 
during his election campaign to sup- 
port a feasibility study, and Doris 
Ward, who has opposed past muni- 
cipalization efforts.

ronmentalists (who opposed all new 
dams) and public power advocates 
(who wanted to break the growing 
private monopoly control of electric 
power sales). 

The dam was built, and since 1925 
the power has been generated, but 
PG&E has used its political clout over 
the years to keep San Franciscans 
from seeing that cheap public power. 
Instead, residents and businesses in 
the city pay PG&E’s inflated private 
power rates (among the highest in the 
nation) — and San Francisco goes 
through tortured legal and political 
machinations to figure out how to get 
rid of its electric power without in- 
fringing on PG&E’s monopoly. 

The battle over the current contracts, 
which run until 2015, began in 1984, 
when Coelho threatened the city with - 
federal sanctions unless San Francisco 
came up with a set of long-term con- 
tracts that would give the growing 
Turlock and Modesto irrigation dis- 
tricts access to abundant, cheap Hetch 
Hetchy power. 

Fearing Coelho’s power, the negoti- 
ating team, including Feinstein, came up 
with a sellout of remarkable dimen- 
sions: The city sells much of its cheap 
power to Turlock and Modesto at low 
rates, then pays $20 million a year to 
PG&E for transmission of the power 
and, for insurance, backup power that will 
cost the city whether it is used or not. The 
city signed a preliminary, two-and-one- 
half-year deal in 1984, and finalized the 
long-term contracts in 1988. At the 
time, we made the point over and over 
again: Contracts negotiated in secret, 
at PG&E headquarters, by city officials 
who had always shown their allegiance 
to PG&E, could only be bad. Further, 
we argued, the contracts with Modesto, 
Turlock and PG&E would put an addi- 
tional obstacle in front of any efforts to 
municipalize the city’s power system 
and enforce the Raker Act — and 
realize a vast source of new revenue, by 
our estimates perhaps as much as $200 
million a year. 


UC FINANCE Director 

Anson Moran, who was part 

of the city’s negotiating team, 

told the Bay Guardian the 

; purchase of extra power from 

PG&E for below-cost resale to Modesto 

and Turlock would not affect the long- 
term revenue to the city. 

“In bad years we have to buy from 
PG&E — which adds a cost that in nor- 
mal years we don’t have to pay,’’ he said. 

In his May 24th report to the Board 
of Supervisors Finance Committee, 
Rose stated that the PUC had not an- 
ticipated the hike in PG&E transmis- 
sion charges. But Moran denied that, 
saying the shortfall was par for the 
course in long-range budget planning. 

“‘We knew about the [PG&E] raise 
in the spring, but it was too late to put in 
[this year’s] budget,’’ he said. Never- 
theless, the fact remains: The con- 
tracts, which limit the city’s revenue 
and electricity sales prices fairly strictly, 
apparently allow PG&E to hike its rates 
on an ongoing basis. 

Of course, now that Coelho is out of 
Office, the threat of retribution from 
Congress has largely vanished. But city 
officials now insist that the contracts are 
a signed, done deal — and that, Coelho 
Or no, it’s too late to change them. 

Deputy City Attorney Len Snaider, 
who along with Moran was a key mem- 
ber of thenegotiating team, was quick to 
admit that Coelho’s presence on the 
scene in 1984 — when the principles of 
the contracts were agreed upon between 
the city, Modesto and Turlock — was a 
key factor in setting the contract terms. 

“The reason [the preliminary con- © 
tracts] were signed in 1984 was Coelho, 
period,”’ he said. : 

But Snaider told the Bay Guardian 
that, despite Coelho’s resignation, the 
city is bound by the contracts until 
2015. ‘‘They are still contracts,”” he 
said. “I’m am not thinking about 
breaking them.” a

TARTING 12 years ago with a 

two-hour program of short 

films, the San Francisco Inter- 

national Lesbian and Gay 

Film Festival has grown into 
the Bay Area’s third-largest film 
festival, longer than Mill Valley but 
with fewer programs. 

For the last decade SFILGFF has 
been produced by the nonprofit 
organization Frameline, which this 
year hired its second full-time staff per- 
son, Linda Farin, as executive director. 
She joins program director Michael 
Lumpkin, who has produced the last 
nine festivals, primarily with volunteer 
help. 

While the other festivals try to in- 
clude items that will appeal to any 
number of special-interest groups, 
SFILGFF begins with a special-interest 
premise and breaks it down further. 
Although some film- and video-makers 
hope to reach as broad an audience as 
possible, here are lesbians making films 
just for other lesbians, leathermen 
making films for leathermen, etc. Just 
as some items in the Women in Film 
festival should carry a ‘‘For Women 
Only’’ tag, I’ve tried to offer some 
guidelines in our capsule reviews 
below, indicating that films/videos are 
of primary interest to: G (Gay men), L 
(Lesbians), E (Everyone — at least 
Every liberal adult) and N (No one). 

Considering the limitations on 
festival programming, it’s a minor 
miracle that they’re able to fill so many 


time slots. That so many of this year’s 
shows are as good as they are is a major 
miracle. 

In addition to combing the world for 
new films by, for and/or about gay 
men and lesbians, Lumpkin comes up 
with archival programs (this year in- 
cluding Taxi zum Klo, The Killing of 
Sister George, Therese and Isabelle, 
Some of My Best Friends Are... and an 
extraordinary 1914 fantasy, A Florida 
Enchantment), panel discussions and 
guests who present programs on their 
areas of expertise. 

The video sidebar, held at the Roxie 
on the festival’s closing weekend, has 
special significance this year. Six out of 
eight episodes of the series Out on 
Tuesday (billed as Out on Four by the 
festival), which was broadcast in 
February and March on Britain’s 


Channel Four, will be shown in three — 


Roxie programs. The remaining 
episodes will be shown on film at the 
Castro. 

Working in a magazine format, the 
makers fashioned outstanding pro- 
grams with a good balance of serious 
and frivolous subjects and approaches. 
It was daring of Channel Four to air 
them at a time when the government at- 
titude toward homosexuality is the 
worst it’s been in 30 years. 

“No compromises were made for 
straight audiences,’’ Farin points out, 
although the programs are accessible to 
all and only a few elements should be 
teasingly exotic. ‘‘The first show I 
watched,’”” Lumpkin says, ‘‘featured 
gay men discussing the effects of AIDS 
on anal penetration. And I thought, 
‘This was on prime-time television!’ ”’ 

Perhaps the most widely discussed 
segment of Out on Four is ‘‘Adver- 
tisements for Ourselves? ,’’ in which the 
makers took off on the idea that the 
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“promotion of homosexuality”? has 
been outlawed by Clause 28 of the 
Local Government Bill and retained a 
major advertising agency to devise a 
campaign to promote homosexuality. 
The results may not convert anyone, 
but they’re worthy of a Clio! 

Having previewed about two-thirds 
of this year’s festival, I offer the follow- 
ing viewing tips in a day-by-day sum- 
mary. All programs are at the Castro 
for the first week, then as indicated. 





Friday, June 16 


After a champagne reception at 
5:30 pm, the opening night feature at 7 
is Salut Victor! (E), a lovely drama 
made for Canadian television by Anne 
Claire Poirier. It’s about two old gay 
men who meet in a retirement home 
and learn you’re never too old to be 
liberated. The 9:30 show is Radley 
Metzger’s 1968 softcore porn opus 
Therese and Isabelle (L). Considering it 
was made by and for straight men, this 
languid tale of love between two 
French schoolgirls (both of whom ap- 
pear to be pushing 30) works surpris- 
ingly well in this context. It’s beautiful 
but tedious, the kind of thing that gave 


“‘art’’ films a bad name in the ’60s, but 
lesbians of a romantic bent should en- 
joy holding hands as they watch. 


Saturday, June 17 


The 1 pm show of ‘‘Gay Shorts’’ in- 
cludes David Weissman’s tribute to the 
late Rodney Price, Song from an Angel 


'(B); Chaero (E), Matt Hayes’ yarn 


about two Irish lads putting one over 
on a homophobic blackmailer (this one 
could use subtitles); and Cross ody 
Ride (G), a sort of ballet filmed in 
Venezuela featuring two men writhing 
on beds and beaches. Lesbians get their 
turn at 3 with ‘‘Experimental Lesbian 
Shorts,’’ the longest of which is Infidel 
(N), a jumbled collage of ideas and im- 
ages in which a black lesbian model 
complains of racism in the industry, yet 
we see clips of the hugely successful Im- 
an on Donahue. The exception that 
proves the rule? 

Out of Our Time (BE), shown at 5:30, 
parallels the lives and female bondings 
of a grandmother in 1930 and her 
granddaughter today. It’s not bad for 
Casi Pacilio’s first feature, but one of 
der leading actresses is woefully inade- 
quate. 

At 7:30 writer-film historian Vito 
Russo presents Nelly Toons (BE), a col- 
lection of cartoons that include stereo- 
typically gay-acting characters. If you 
saw Gregg Araki’s first feature in last 
year’s festival, you’ll know whether 
you want to see his second, The Long 
Weekend (0’ Despair) (N), at 10, 
because it’s more of the same minimal- 
ist L.A. angst and depression, people 
boring us by talking about how bored 
they are. On the same program, 
Michael Wallin’s Decodings (G) says 
many of the same things more creative- 
ly in one-sixth the time.

A panel at noon explores ‘‘Les- 
bian/Gay Sensibility — More Than 
Sex?’’ If you already know the answer 
you can wait until 2:30 for a fine double 
bill of short films, An Empty Bed (EB) 
and Beyond Gravity (E). The former is 
a day in the life of a lonely old gay man 
in New York. If it brings you down 
you’ll come back up with the latter, a 
perky, quirky New Zealand romance of 
two men, one a potentially dangerous 
charmer. 

Robert Vaughn plays the Wurlitzer 
for the 4:30 show (EB), three delightful 
silent films that explore sexual 
stereotypes in different ways. The 
feature, A Florida Enchantment, well- 
acted by Edith Storey, is about a 
woman who takes a pill to change her 
gender. In Algie the Miner effeminate 
Billy Quirk goes west to ‘“‘become a 
man,’’ and Lillian’s Dilemma has 
Lillian Walker becoming Yentl-for-a- 
day to visit her brother’s boarding 
school. 

At 6:30 the unpreviewed What Shall 
We Do Without Death, directed by 
cinematographer Elfi Mikesch, sounds 
like a nonfiction female version of 
Salut Victor! The Frameline Award 
will be presented at 8:30 to Cinevis- 
ta/Promovision, a New York distribu- 
tor that imports major lesbian/gay 
films from abroad. One of its biggest 
hits, Taxi zum Klo (BE), will be shown 
along with clips from others. Frank 
Ripploh’s Taxi is one of the best gay 
films ever made, a hilarious, semi- 
autobiographical look at one man’s 
pre-AIDS promiscuity. 





Monday, June 19 


I’ve only seen two of the five 
“‘New. Lesbian Short Films’? (L) 
screening at 7. Butch/Femme in 
Paradise and Double Exposure are 
well made but hard-to-follow romantic 
fantasies. The 9 pm feature, Summer 
Vacation: 1999 (E) is at least unique, a 
gay teenage ghost story in which boys 
are played by girls. A bit slow for my 
taste, but beautifully photographed 
and bound to find a cult. 





Tuesday, June 20 


Fun Down There, which screens at 7 
pm, is about a young man coming of 
age during a week (it’s been done in far 
less time) in gay New York. The 9:30 
show combines live music by Black- 
berri and poetry readings by Essex 
Hemphill with ‘“‘Looking for Lang- 
ston’’ (G) from the Out on Four series. 
The film’s stunning imagery overcame 
my usual resistance to semi-abstract, 
nonlinear experiments as it speculated 
about the closeted sex life of poet 
Langston Hughes and his role in the 
Harlem Renaissance.

Susie Bright, basking in the glow of 
reviews for her performance in The 
Virgin Machine, gives an illustrated lec- 
ture at 7 pm, ‘‘All Girl Action: The 
History of Lesbian Erotica’’ (L). 
That’s followed at 9 by Robert 
Aldrich’s film version of The Killing of 
Sister George (E), done in his campy 
Baby Jane style and featuring a 


smashing performance by Beryl Reid.

Thursday, June 22 
The 1971 exploitation film Some of 
My Best Friends Are. . . (N), scheduled 
at 7 pm, shows Christmas Eve in a gay 
bar populated by types of the period, 
and it makes The Boys in the Band look 
upbeat. Except for connoisseurs of bad 
movies, it will attract primarily those 
who want to see what Golden Girl Rue 
McLanahan looked like then. 

At 9:30 Canada’s John Greyson 
shows his feature Urinal (E), which has 
played at several non-gay festivals 
looking to broaden their audience base. 
It brings lesbian and gay figures from 
history and fiction together to explore 
the subject of sex in public washrooms, 
growing angrier and more political as it 
goes along. 


Friday, June 23 


The Castro Theatre opens at 6:30 
pm with Ulrike Ottinger’s Johanna 
d’Arc of Mongolia (N), which starts 
with a rather entertaining hour about 
European women on a train; but then 
the director ventures out of doors and 
out of her depth into nearly two hours 


of Mongolian pseudo-ethnography, in- , 


cluding the graphic disemboweling of 
an animal. 

The unpreviewed 10 pm feature, 
Taxi to Cairo, is Frank Ripploh’s long- 
awaited follow-up to Taxi zum Klo. 
The accompanying short, Interior 
Decorator from Hell (EB), is a campy af- 
fair about a woman who sells her soul 
to turn her apartment into a mantrap. 
At midnight the 1971 experimental fan- 
tasy Pink Narcissus (G) will give the 
boys something to dream about with 
its loving images of young Bobby 
Kendall. 





Saturday, June 24 


Video shows at the Roxie Cinema 
begin at 1 pm with ‘‘Response to 
AIDS” (B), tapes of demonstrations in 
San Francisco, Washington and Den- 
ver; plus Risk Group, a documentary 
made for Soviet television that is start- 
ling — though not very good — in that 
it admits the U.S.S.R. has not only AIDS 
but homosexuals, prostitutes and 
junkies who are at risk for it. 

“Care Giving Videos’’ (E) at 3:30 
again stress the universality of the 
AIDS crisis and responses to it. The 
hour-long, locally made Family Values 
salutes lesbians for their love and sup- 
port during the epidemic. It’s a bit 
haphazard and too self-congratulatory 
for San Francisco, but should inspire 
others to help. 

There’s no “AIDS Marathon” as in 
last year’s festival, but the 5:30 pro- 
gram is also on that subject, documen- 
taries about two Germans who have 
died from the syndrome. A Yearning 
for Sodom (unpreviewed) is about ac- 
tor Kurt Raab; The Right to Fight: 
Everyday Life with AIDS (E) about 
Peter Sieglar, a San Francisco resident 
in his last years. The sequel to I’m Still 
Alive! A Person with AIDS Tells His 
Story, this chapter seems less personal, 
more generic, but still moving. 

The 7:30 work-in-progress screening 
of Marc Huestis’ unfinished Men in 
Love (G) will have some appeal for gay 
men interested in sex and New Age 
spirituality. The two Out on Four (E) 
episodes shown at 9:45 include seg- 
ments on lesbian detective fiction, gay 
South African freedom fighters, a 
preview of a theater piece about 19th- 
century gay artist Simeon Solomon and 
an Erma Bombeck-style look at the 
butch/femme question, comments on 
all aspects of lesbian/gay relationships, 
foster parenting and what gay people 
get out of movies. 





The Castro starts off with a 12:30 
pm panel about ‘‘Lesbian/Gay Media 
in the ’90s.’’ It’s followed at 2:30 by un- 
previewed shorts, the longest a docu- 
mentary about gay filmmaker Derek 
Jarman. At 4:30 the Out on Four 
feature ‘Desire: Sexuality in Germany 
1910-1945” (B) starts off rather didac- 
tically but progresses to interesting per- 
sonal anecdotes from the years before 
and during the Holocaust. 

A new Canadian lesbian drama 
about women’s solidarity, Night Vi- 
sions, shows at 7. It’s good and we’ll 
rate it (E), but men in the house may 
feel like voyeurs. That’s followed by 
the unpreviewed Wonderland, an 
English feature about two gay teen- 
agers who witness a murder and go on 
the run. With it is a short based on 
Oscar Wilde’s Ballad of Reading Gaol 
(G), by Richard Kwietniowski, director 
of last year’s brilliant Alfalfa. This man 





could probably revolutionize foreign- 
language instruction if he set his skills 
to it. Closing-night parties are being 
held at Rapture and the Western 
Merchandise Mart. 

Saturday’s shows at the Roxie start 
at 12:30 pm with Le Coeur Decouvert 
(The Heart Exposed) (N), a soapy 
Canadian romantic drama about two 
badly matched men that will appeal on- 
ly to those who believe any relationship 
is better than none. Of the two teenage 
television dramas shown at 2:30 I’ve 
only seen The Truth about Alex (E), in 
which Scott Baio discovers his best 
friend is gay, rejects him but rallies to 
his support. It has the simplistic sinceri- 
ty of an After-School Special. 

Annette Forster lectures at 5 about 
“‘New Lesbian Cinema,’’ with clips 
from significant films of the last 15 
years. The 7 pm show is ‘‘Kipling and 
Queers,’’ four videos by John Grey- 
son. The one I’ve seen, thanks to 
Pacific Film Archive, is Moscow Does 
Not Believe in Queers (G), a sexually 
explicit portrait of gay life in Russia at 
the time of Rock Hudson’s death. 

At 9:15 Barbara Hammer presents 
her ‘‘New Video Works’”’ (L). Hers is 
one of the names that strikes terror in 
my critical heart when these festivals 
come around, You have to be on her 
wavelength to appreciate her very per- 
sonal work. Besides, she violates such 
tenets as ‘‘Special effects should be a 
means, not an end’’ and ‘‘Static — 
audio or visual — is never Art.’ Many 
women disagree and her shows always 
sell out. 

Out on Four (E) saves the night at 11 
with two more segments, including 
*“Disco’s Revenge,’’ about the in- 
fluence of gay men on the dance music 
of the last two decades; ‘‘Cruising the 
Channels,’”’ about gay characters on 
television; Richard Kwietniowski’s 
““Alfalfa’’; a comparison of the 
Salman Rushdie uproar to the 1976 


- blasphemy trial of London’s Gay 


News; and features on lesbian/gay im- 
migration problems, why women go to 
gay male bars and welfare for people 
with AIDS. 


Sunday, June 25 — 


There are only three post-parade 
shows, all at the Roxie, on the festival’s 
final day. At 5 pm the Out on Four (E) 
episodes include the aforementioned 
‘‘Advertisements for Ourselves?’’ 
(‘‘What’s so great about being 
straight?’’); actors in London and 
Hollywood (including a mispro- 
nounced Harvey Fierstein) talking 
about playing gay characters on screen; 
and discussions of the legacy of co- 
lonial racism, AIDS education and the 
20 years since the Stonewall Rebellion 
began the modern gay movement. 

“No More Nice Girls/New Lesbian 
Videos’’ (L) at 7 is a mixed bag, but 
nothing you can’t miss. The ex- 
perimental No More Nice Girls makes 
Barbara Hammer’s work look good, 
while Out in Suburbia seems designed 
to present a pretty picture of lesbian life 
to non-gay audiences. Zanne “‘So 
Many Women’’ is an OK music video, 
Kathy a senseless montage of one 
woman making a pie and two women 
making love. I haven’t previewed Sure- 
ly to God. 

The men come to bat at 9 with ‘‘Get- 
ting Off and Dancing/New Gay Vid- 
eos”’ (G), acollection that gets better as 
it goes along, peaking with the hilarious 

“Out” Takes and John Canalli’s local- 
ly made One in Seven: True Confes- 
sions of a Flesh Pounder, a humorous 
look at the massage industry. Voguing: 
The Message expands on a New York 
dance fad, noted in ‘‘Disco’s 
Revenge,’’ of striking fashion 
magazine poses on the dance floor. 

So many films — so little time. Ad- 
vance tickets are available at Captain 
Video, 2358 Market Street, SF. The in- 
formation number is 431-9227. A festi- 
val pass for all screenings and panels is 
$50; $40 for Frameline members. Most 
individual shows are $4-$6. |

gAt my lover’s request, I shaved 

gall the hair off my pubic area, 
and now I have a few qualms and ques- 
tions. First, how unusual is this? Do a 
lot of women shave their vaginas to 
have better sex? Second, are there any 
adverse health effects? Are there pre- 
ferred shaving methods? Finally, are 
there creams or oils particularly suited 
to such sensitive skin after shaving? 


A of all, you could not 
m possibly shave your vagina since 
that’s inside your body (where the penis 
goes during intercourse). What you 
shaved was your mons and outer labia. 
Look at any pin-up magazine and 
you’ll see women pubicly shorn in vary- 
ing degrees, from completely bald to 
neatly trimmed little topiary puffs. You 
won’t see many totally natural pubic 
patches since our culture frowns on 
hair growth outside the “‘bikini area,”’ 
and very few adult females manage that 
feat without help. 

Like the shaving of armpits, another 
very sensitive area, who does this and 
who doesn’t is a matter of personal 
preference: If seeing you shaven there 
turns your lover on, I suppose it would 
lead to “‘better sex.’’ Any newly de- 
fuzzed body part will be more sensitive 
to touch and subject to skin irritations 
and ingrown hairs. Whatever has 
worked for you on other sensitive skin 
areas will probably work there. You 
can also experiment with different 
razors, depilatory creams or waxing. 
To soothe any minor irritations I usual- 
ly recommend unscented corn starch. 


Q gu My companion and I have been 
gtogether for about ten years. 
Since our son was born more than six 
years ago I have gradually lost interest 
in sex with his father, to the point that 
now I just push him away every night. I 
care about him and I’m miserable with 
this situation and wish to be sexual 
again but I feel blocked. Do you have 
any suggestions as far as reviving my 
sexual interest? 


Azz of sexual desire for a part- 
gner one still has good feelings for 
is so common these days that it even has 
its own nickname — IHS, Inhibited 
Sexual Desire. In general, I usually 
recommend counseling for anyone who is 
feeling miserable in a situation where she 
sees no solution. Good counselors are op- 
tion explorers and co-problem solvers, in- 
terested in your better future often more 
than in your bitter past. 

In my own counseling practice my 
first step with couples experiencing IHS 
is to urge scheduled time alone and time 
alone together at least once a week. The 
time must be used to just be who you 
are (or discover that) rather than be in 
your accustomed roles as parents, 
spouses or householders. If you begin 
again to think and feel as the woman or 
man you once were and do things to- 
gether as two grownup friends, you 
may well rediscover and rekindle the 
desire that brought you together as 
lovers in the first place. 


mMy fiance and I have very 
w different sexual timing and have 


not been able to find a solution. It takes 
him a long time to climax. I, on the 
other hand, climax very easily, and lose 
all drive after I have an orgasm. I find 
myself getting angry, frustrated and 
physically uncomfortable when it takes 
him 20 or more minutes to come. I also 
feel unexciting to him and deprived of 
enjoying his orgasms. 

I’ve asked for guidance, but he says it 
feels too contrived to talk about what 
he likes. We’ve tried counseling, 
massage, lifigerie and romantic set- 
tings. More and more often I avoid sex 
because it feels so unsatisfying emo- 
tionally. I might not be bothered by this 
but he seems angry with me when I 
can’t keep going and I’m afraid this 
may lead to affairs once we’re married. 
Any suggestions? 


A: I’m sure you know that your 
wresponse cycle would be a delight 
to the majority of men and his to a great 
number of women. It’s sheer perversity 
that must have brought the two of you 
together. He could, with determination, 
learn to quicken his pace, as you could to 
slow yours down. But since hating the 
other’s sexual style is not a good begin- 
ning for a marriage, I’d shelve the lingerie 
bit for now and go back into counseling, 
concentrating on methods of negotiating 
your differences. 


Qs: 17 years old and have a few 
aproblems with my social life. 
The first problem I have is that I really 
want a boyfriend who is a sex maniac. I 
have been joining some social groups 
but I can’t find anyone.

The state's soaring home prices have

SUPPOSE I’VE had my 15 
minutes of fame. After all, you 
can only expect to come out as the 
antithesis of Donald Trump on 
the front page of the Chronicle 

once in a lifetime. Anyway, in case you 
missed my minutes of media glory, they 
were provoked by my plan to put a cap 
on the out-of-control increases in home 
prices. Since I probably can’t get into 
too much more trouble by continuing 
to shoot my mouth off on the subject, 
here goes. 

Of all the stuff on the state’s housing 
affordability crisis I’ve looked at 
recently, among the more intriguing isa 
document published by the California 
Association of Realtors. Subtitled 
“‘The American Dream Deferred,’ the 





CAR report lays out the dismal data * 


without shame. 

California home prices have soared 
close to 600 percent between 1970 and 
1988, twice the national rate of in- 
crease. Meanwhile, median family in- 
come in the state rose well under half 
that amount — the 234 percent wage in- 
crease for California being slightly 
above that for the rest of the country. 
The inevitable result of this home cost- 
personal income disparity: The percen- 
tage of California families owning 
homes slid to almost 10 percent below 


turned the American dream into anightmare 


the national average. And, CAR adds, 
the state’s home-ownership rate plum- 
meted to third lowest in the United 
States, topping only the District of Co- 
lumbia and Hawaii. 

But what seemed like something that 
couldn’t get any worse gor worse in the 
past year and a half. Fewer than one in 
five California families can now qualify 
for a mortgage on the median-priced 
home. In the Bay Area it’s one in ten. 

With home prices going through the 
roof, prospective first-time buyers, 
usually younger families, panicked. 
And those who did manage to get the 
cash to squeeze their way through the 
door took on a burden of huge monthly 
mortgage payments and far higher 
property taxes than older home owners 
protected by Jarvis-Gann. 

The homes the first-timers could af- 
ford were mostly many miles from their 
jobs, guaranteeing a daily dose of high- 
stress hours bumper-to-bumper. If the 
traffic becomes too much to bear and 
they’ve picked up on the latest South- 
ern California trend reported by the 
Wall Street Journal, the suffering com- 
muters convert their auto backseats into 
beds and spend the night in the company 
parking lot. For these high-salaried 
homeless, the ‘‘American Dream’? has 
turned into yet another bizarre sequel to 
The Nightmare on Elm Street, this one 
starring Mason McDuffie. 


As dismaying as the situation is for 
house-poor home owners, it’s even 
more disheartening for those who’ve 
been locked out of the home market 
altogether. Although tenants in rent- 
controlled cities have had some protec- 
tion from exorbitant rent hikes, rent in- 
creases statewide have consistently out- 
paced the growth in tenant income. 

Despite assertions by rent-control 
opponents that tenants are by and large 
yuppie investment bankers, according 
to CAR’s numbers a typical tenant’s 
paycheck is 43 percent lower than an 
average home-owner’s wages. And, 
not surprisingly, those who rent pay a 
far greater percentage of their wages 
for housing than those owning homes. 
With the average tenant’s annual house- 
hold income running around $23,000, a 
$40-grand-a-year raise is what renters 
need to afford the median-priced home 
in the state. In the Bay Area, make that a 
$60-grand raise. 

What does CAR propose we do to 
deal with the housing-affordability 
crisis? While I don’t doubt the sincerity 
of its concern for families shut out of 
home ownership, the best I can say for 
its solutions is that it seems like some 
termites chewed them full of holes pret- 
ty bad. Here’s a sample: 

To get more affordable rental hous- 
ing they recommend — no kidding — 
abolishing rent control. Or, at a mini- 
mum, enacting vacancy de-control, to 
give landlords unlimited rent-gouging 
rights when a tenant first moves into 
an apartment. 

For aspiring home owners CAR 
comes up with a few vague suggestions 
for ‘‘shared appreciation.’’ Under this 
scheme a bank offers a better mortgage 
rate and settles for a lower downpay- 
ment in return for a large chunk of the 
home buyer’s profits when the proper- 
ty is sold. 

In addition, CAR complains a little 
about no-growth restrictions that 
discourage new housing construction, 
but its protests seem half-hearted. My 
guess is the realtors are afraid to an- 
tagonize too many of their no-growth 
clients, which might cost them commis- 
sions. 

To its credit, CAR is honest enough 
to admit it has little faith its proposals 
will achieve much. In fact, its report con- 
cludes that “The future outlook for 
California’s housing situation is bleak.” 

In contrast to CAR’s gloom, many 
home owners have embraced skyrock- 
eting home prices as a personal finan- 
cial panacea, and they’re counting on 
further giant jumps in their home equi- 
ty to generate the funds for their kids’ 
education and their own retirement. 

This is, of course, a sad delusion. 
The home owners’ kids, no matter how 
highly educated, won’t be able to buy 
far higher-priced homes in the future. 
And a few years in a nursing home will 
wipe out most families’ entire home 
equity appreciation. Then there are the 
tens of millions of families who don’t 
own homes. What about their retire- 
ment and kids’ education? 

Obviously, rising real estate prices 
are a sorry substitute for comprehen- 
sive national programs providing edu- 
cation, health care and retirement 
benefits for all — home owner and ten- 
ant. In any case, if double-digit home- 
price increases continue much longer, a 
devastating crash is virtually certain. 

A few months ago I thought chances 
for such a collapse anytime soon were 
slim. However, judging by the hyster- 
ical reaction to my idea for a home- 
price cap, the Bay Area real estate 
market has got to be very shaky, so the 
odds for a crash are probably higher 
than I figured. 

Fortunately, if prices do take a dive 
and you own a home, you’ll still have 
shelter from the storm. And that’s what 
homesare really all about, aren’t they?

E WERE on our way 

way to Zefferelli’s, a 

small, intimate restau- 

rant in the Pension on 

Market Street, when 
we discovered, much to my surprise, that 
it was no longer there. Instead there’s a 
brand-new Asian restaurant called 
L’Orient Caffe. I was a bit skeptical 
when I saw the sign, but the tasteful decor 
and a magnificent, ornate kimono visible 
from the street lured us in. The menu was 
refreshingly simple and tempting, so we 
decided to stay. 

Soft lighting, carved wooden sculp- 
tures, dramatic flower arrangements 
and elegantly appointed tables make 
this dining room romantic and exotic at 
the same time. L’Orient is still waiting 
for a liquor license, so be sure to bring 
your own wine or beer. 

Singaporean lamb wontons ($5) area 
light and flavor-packed way to start 
‘your meal. Fried wontons filled with a 
savory stuffing of lamb and spices and 
served with a thick, sweet-sour chut- 
ney-like dipping sauce were delicious. 
The other appetizer, stuffed Yoko- 
hama mushrooms ($5), large domestic 
mushrooms stuffed with prawns, glazed 
with a mild soy-based sauce and served 
on a bed of red cabbage, were light and 
simple, and another wonderful starter. 

Two salads are offered, one shrimp 
and one duck — naturally, the duck 
won, and we were very pleased with our 


choice. A generous portion of tender | 


chunks of roast duck, three pepper 
rings and a bed of romaine lettuce is a 
very good deal for only $5.50. Tossed 
in a light and delicate citrus vinaigrette 
that complemented the duck, this ver- 
sion is a must for those who enjoy this 
salad. A more interesting green would 


be better, but it’s still good as is. 

Velvet corn soup ($3.50), a light but 
rich chicken broth slightly thickened 
with cornstarch and filled with shreds 
of chicken breast and sweet corn, was a 
delight. I would love a large bowl of this 
sometime for dinner or lunch, but the 
serving is perfect if you plan to order a 
full entree. 

Entree selections are well balanced, 
which is good, since there are only six to 
choose from. A large dinner salad com- 
posed of torn pieces of romaine and 
iceberg lettuce dressed in a light sesame- 
oil vinaigrette could be much more 
captivating if more interesting greens 
were used. I liked the vinaigrette, 
though, and think it would be delicious 
on a mixture of mild and bitter greens. 

Bangkok Chicken ($10) is a good ex- 
ample of the integration of Eastern and 
Western cooking styles at L’Orient. A 
whole breast of chicken served with a 
glaze of coconut-based sauce (instead 
of the more typical Asian serving style 
of chopped chicken with sauce) is an in- 
teresting twist. Slightly overcooked and 
a bit dry, the chicken still tasted good 
and was a wonderful companion to the 
rich and spicy sauce. A heart-shaped 
mound of basmati rice and pepper 
rings was served with the chicken. 

The stuffed prawns ($9) were out- 
standing: Four large prawns stuffed 
with beef, pork and spices, breaded 
and deep-fried, were succulent, juicy 
and very tasty. The same rice and pep- 
per rings appeared on this plate, as well 
as a sweet-hot dipping sauce. I would 
order this dish again and again. 

Salmon in Australian pesto sauce 
($13.50) was one of the best pieces of 
fish I’ve ever had in a restaurant. 
Moist, tender and perfectly sweet, the 
fillet of salmon is presented on a bed of 
deep-fried cellophane noodles drizzled 


with an intense, dark sauce made from 
many delectable Asian ingredients. The 
gingery ‘‘pesto’’ didn’t overwhelm the 
delicate fish, but rather complemented 
it perfectly. 

New Zealand rack of lamb ($14), the 
most expensive item on the menu, is 
still very reasonable. Three small lamb 
chops, basmati rice, baby corn and 
some fresh vegetable garnishes make 
this a balanced and luscious plate. I 
prefer lamb cooked medium and this 
was cooked well, but the lamb flavor 
was still quite assertive and the meat 
wasn’t dry or chewy. I’m sure the chef 
would cook the meat to order if asked 
ahead of time. 

Desserts are provided by Tarts 
bakery, and I’m sure they’re quite 
good, but I don’t think they necessarily 
fit in with the theme. Perhaps as the 
restaurant settles in and grows, some 
new, more creative desserts will appear 
on the menu. 

The atmosphere, menu and cuisine 
at L’Orient are consistent and sensible, 
and this makes for a very pleasurable 
dining experience. Service is extremely 
cordial and gracious, and the dining 
room is comfortable yet elegant. I think 
this will be a very successful and special 
restaurant very soon, and I’m looking 
forward to the addition of a wine list 
and possibly some Asian beers. Its 
Asian breakfast served at 1 am sounds 
like a kick in the pants to me! I’dtry it if 
Iwereupatthathour—whynot? @

Vermont's exclusive Welton 
Academy stands for tradition, 
honor, excellence and dis- 
cipline.

doses, there must be a lot of suckers out 
there. But even those who bypass the 
boob tube are hardly immune to the 
sales pitches of these modern-day 
snake-oil merchants, as paid adver- 
tisements make up the bulk of most 
newspapers and magazines. 

The proliferation of advertising has 
made the innocent consumer fair game 
for a joint campaign by Madison 
Avenue and the equally image-ob- 
sessed industry of do-or-die politics. 
It’s this unholy alliance that Boston art- 
ist Richard Bolton uncovers in The 
Bear in the Marketplace: Anticom- 
munism and Patriotism in Recent 
American Advertising. As the artist ex- 
plains, ‘‘If we are to understand the 
current state of democracy, we must 
look at how communication occurs (or 
doesn’t occur) in democratic societies. 
We must particularly look at advertis- 


ing — the loudest voice in our lives. 
Anticommunism and patriotism have 
been used as marketing devices for 
everything from clothing to cigarettes, 
from hamburgers to batteries.”’ 

Indeed. After climbing three flights 
of rickety stairs in virtual darkness, one 
of the first images you encounter upon 
entering San Francisco Camerawork’s 
brightly lit loft is a cleverly crafted ad- 
vertisement for New Balance Running 
Shoes. Beneath a caption that reads, 
“Why runners make lousy commu- 
nists,”’ a stark black-and-white photo- 
graph depicts a gathering of (forgive 
me) foot soldiers attending a Commu- 
nist Party rally that recalls the Nazis’ 
grandiose displays of power and 
pageantry. Although they wave larger- 
than-life banners of Soviet demigods 
above their heads, these loyal party 
members all stand absolutely stiff, each 
automaton echoing the other. This is 
the stuff totalitarian regimes are made 
of: blind conformity and the squashing 
of the individual. 

But blazing across this ashen death- 
scape is a real individual clad in red 
(yes) jogging shorts and (one hopes) 
New Balance running shoes. Cap- 
tured in mid-stride and mid-air, he re- 
sembles a ballerina gracefully defying 
gravity (contrast this with the robot 
soldiers rooted to the floor). Just in 
case anyone misses the point, the ad 
goes on to state: “‘New Balance 












recognizes that the one characteristic 
all runners have in common is their in- 
dividuality. That’s why we make an en- 
tire system of running shoes to satisfy 
each runner’s individual needs.” 

Like so many shrewdly crafted pieces 
of propaganda here, this one’s both 
funny and frightening. Or take Dimitri 
Sergeyev V’s testimonial for Suntory 
Vodka, to which he recently 
“‘defected”’ as a result of his visit to the 
Japanese Embassy. His face hidden in 
shadow, he tells us that he “‘was sure to 
face the censure’ of his family, but the 
more likely implication is that he’s con- 
cealing his identity from Soviet officials. 

If the anticommunist ads are alter- 
nately amusing and abrasive, the pro- 
American ones are no less outrageous. 
Of course, it was inevitable that our 
patriot of patriots would show his face 
sooner or later in this exhibit. In a 1953 
ad clipped from The Saturday Evening 
Post, we find a smirking (and youthful- 
looking) Ronald Reagan promising us 
that the ‘‘Van Heusen Century Shirt 
Won’t Wrinkle Ever!’”’ And just in case 
you were wondering, this is the one 
featuring ‘‘the new revolutionary 
collar.”’ 

While this is all very amusing, direct- 
ly below is something that’s not — a 
rectangular box resembling a wanted 
poster warning you that ‘RONALD 
REAGAN [is] starring in Universal In- 
ternational’s LAW AND ORDER.” 
Since the Van Heusen ad was conceived 
around the height of McCarthyism, 
when commie-hunting became some- 
thing of a national frenzy and our 
future president had a hand in ferreting 
out supposed communists in Holly- 
wood, the implication here is that it’s 
your patriotic duty to trust a rea/ Amer- 
ican and wear Van Heusen shirts (lest 
you too be branded a communist). 

Occasionally patriotic fervor and 
ferocious anticommunist sentiment are 
skillfully woven into one memorable 
image like the one gracing a Newsweek 
cover. Here a couple of KGB agents are 
portrayed as peeping Toms, peering 
from behind a Venetian blind that re- 
sembles the American flag (and spying 
into the White House or your house). 

The Bear in the Marketplace suc- 
ceeds on several levels. Besides the 
blitzkrieg of imagery that indicts 
Madison Avenue as co-conspirators 
ruthlessly shaping our attitudes toward 
the Soviet Union, you begin to under- 
stand why having the same message 
drilled into you over and over again 
(how about Chevrolet as the heartbeat 
of America?) is strangely akin to indoc- 
trination techniques used on POWs. 

What responsibility does the media 
have in this insidious molding of 
minds? Does freedom of speech in- 
clude deceptively concocted half-truths 
and outright lies? Should Madison 
Avenue’s credo be caveat emptor 
under all circumstances? Questions like 
these are liable to crop up, even though 
easy answers are seldom forthcoming. 
Thought-provoking exhibits like 
Bolton’s, which challenge you and 
cause you to see some part of the world 
in a new light, deserve to be well- 
attended. |

DREAMTIME 
DANCE 


Christopher Beck and his dancers 
turn inward for inspiration 


By Rita Felciano 





HEATRICAL LIGHTS 

have joined the three 

‘amber chandeliers. Where 

there used to be an altar, 

six rows of seating on 
bleachers have been erected. But a 
ritual of sorts is still going on in New 
College’s theater on Valencia Street, 
and its master of ceremonies is dancer/ 
choreographer Christopher Beck, who 
this week is premiering a new work, Jf 
So, Why not? If Not, Why?. 

During a recent pre-rehearsal inter- 
view, a gracefully slender Beck with 
sparkling blue eyes talked in almost 
priestly terms about what he looks for 
in dancers. High extensions and flexi- 
ble torsos are not foremost qualifica- 
tions when he interviews — not audi- 


tions — for his performances. 
“Primary for me, before the tech- 
nique, is that inner sense of what dance 
is, that ability to project, to reach deep 
into the self for authentic movement so 
that even if something is simple, it is 
very clear, it is very strong, it is moti- 
vated from the inside.’’ Though he 
likes well-trained dancers because they 
afford him more movement choices, 
what counts for Beck is a sense of 
spiritual centeredness that most of us 
are not very comfortable talking about. 
He traces this radical shift away from 
dance as athletics to the early ’70s when 
he started creative-movement work 
with non-dancers. It was then that he 
began to realize that our increasing 
specialization and technological orien- 
tation had spilled over into the arts. 
Dancers could move faster and kick 


higher and move in every style con- 
ceivable but many of them had lost the 
connection to that inner wellspring 
from which dance originates. 

Two years ago, after 14 years in the 
Bay Area, he dissolved his core group 
of professional dancers, partly for 
financial reasons, but also because he 
found that he could achieve his artistic 
goals by working with differently 
trained or even untrained performers. 
He puts new work together with a 
“sense inside that there is something to 
be done with the people and the space. 

“For me these pieces are almost 
community rituals in the way dance was 
in its first human manifestations — 
religious community rituals. It’s that 
capacity of talking to an audience on a 
pre-verbal level that F want. That’s what 
drives me.”’ It’s that kind of impetus 
that gave rise to modern dance in the 
first place some 70 years ago. 

Today his company consists of 
dancers from the age of five months — 
Meaghan, who will ‘‘perform’’ with 
her parents — to 78. Judging from 
watching warm-ups and part of a 
rehearsal, most of the performers have 
had at least some kind of formal train- 
ing. One woman, who definitely could 
be described as senior, rolled on the 
floor grabbing her ankles with the 
lightness of a beach ball blown along 
the sand. Beck’s company members 
moved with varied degrees of flexibility 
and grace, but the concentration and 
focus of their bodies tended to confirm 
Beck’s ideas about the sources of 
meaningful movement. 

One of the ways Beck makes us look 
differently at danceis by subverting our 
traditional sense of time. Eschewing 
traditional. development forms with 
themes and variations, his work often 
leisurely meanders along a path and 
then just stops. In Judgement, a piece 
he performed at the Bay Area Dance 
series three years ago, his dancers 
moved in very long serpentines in what 
seemed interminable patterns. Beck 
laughs when reminded of difficulties 
that Western audiences may have with 
phrases that are so stretched out. He is 
well aware of the problem. 

“I work,”’ he says, ‘‘with a sense of 
time that is almost dreamtime, mythic 
time. It’s the inner sense of an event 
that dictates how long it lasts. As in a 
dream or fantasy, something goes on 
forever, or it finishes very quickly. It 
connects with what I do when I choreo- 
graph, when I go deeply enough inside 
so that I contact the collective uncon- 
scious and not just the personal [un- 
conscious mind] — which of course is 
the pre-verbal, image-centered world.’’ 

Beck cups his hands as if protecting 
the head of a fresh flower when he 
describes the evolution of his pieces. 
Like many other choreographers these 

ays, he works on an improvisational 
basis with considerable input from the 
performers. As the piece grows, he re- 
fines and distills the material much as a 
gardener prunes his plants. He de- 
scribes it as a ‘‘joint sort of enterprise’ 
that is ‘‘kind of paradoxical’ because it 
is ‘‘being fully one’s self and being part 
of a collective entity at the same time.”’ 

For audiences used to fast and glitzy 
entertainment, Christopher Beck’s 
voice may be too soft to be heard, but 
the voice is there — soft, gentle but per- 
sistent. Beck himself describes his work 
in terms of the silent tradition of the 
Quakers, in which a group of people 
get together and basically wait. ‘‘You 
try to be as receptive and open as you 
can and you wait for that something to 
well up, whether it is in you or in some- 
one else. I hope that my work can create 
that kind of atmosphere for each per- 
son. What wells up is going to be very 
different from one person to the next, 
and sometimes people are not going to 
like it.’’ That’s a chance this rather 
special choreographer is willing to 
take. |

A NATION AWAKES 


Philip Glass's Satyagraha details the rise of Gandhi and India’s 
struggle for independence 


SATYAGRAHA. By Philip Glass. Friday, 
June 9th and Sunday, June 11th at the 
War Memorial Opera House, SF.

ONG BEFORE the hallowed 
halls of classical music opened 
their doors to Philip Glass, 
dancers were drawn to the 
repetitive structure and simple 
harmonic patterns of his music. Frank- 
ly, it is a fascination I never understood. 
His music always sounded at best like a 
background for sitting in a hot tub with 
a bottle of Bartles and Jaymes, or at 
worst like being submitted to Chinese 
water torture. It had none of the sub- 
tleties and Shifts that people like Steve 
Reich and, aboveall, Terry Riley manage 
to incorporate into this kind of writing. 
After seeing the wildly applauded 
Satyagraha, which deals with incidents 
in the formative years of M.K. Gandhi, 
I can more readily understand Glass’s 
appeal to dancers in particular. The 
music in Satyagraha is not really all that 
important. In conventional opera, the 
music moves the action and the devel- 
opment forward, so that after a Mozart 
sextet, for instance, each of the 
characters has moved to a different 
psychological position. But the music 
in Satyagraha provides a kind of 
background, a lush carpet of sound 
that sets everything else off in relief. 
This is probably what has appealed to 
so many choreographers who have 
used Glass’s music since the late ’60s. 
It’s also what makes Satyagraha a very 
effective piece of collaborative music 
theater. 


Almost like a movie score whose 
main function is to support the action 
and create the psychological environ- 
ment for the characters, Glass’s music in 
Satyagraha is quite unobtrusive, even 
subtle, in the way it underlines the ma- 
jesty of the unfolding vision as con- 
veyed by the ideas, the choreography 
and the staging. 

There were some wonderfully lyrical 
moments, such as the opening of the 
work with Gandhi’s (Douglas Perry) 
unaccompanied plaintive solo, which 
had the sweetness and simplicity of a 
folk ballad, and the hocket-like choral 
passages, during which a group of Eur- 
opean settlers stripped Gandhi of his 
clothing in Act II. The use of the or- 
chestra, except for an occasional lapse 
in taste like the playing of what 
sounded like a Hammond organ at the 
entrance of the gods, was quite sub- 
dued. You got none of that jackham- 
mer-like insistence of some of Glass’s 
other sources. By not using any brass or 
percussion, he ensured that the voices 
would be able to float above the or- 
chestration, creating in effect a choral 
hymn, a kind of oratorio — most ap- 
propriate to his lofty theme and the 
texts from the Bhagavad-Gita. 

Dance pioneer Doris Humphrey 
once said you could not make dance 
about cosmic themes and revolutions 
because their scales were too large 
to be expressed by movement. She was 
wrong. Satyagraha is as much about 
the awakening of a people and its aspir- 
ations as it is about the fate of an in- 
dividual. If there ever was a dramatic 
presentation of historical inevitability, 
Satyagraha is it. And it was the chorus, 
supplemented by ODC dancers, that 


carried that most important part of the 
action. To me, almost as in an oratorio, 
the real stars of the work were the 
members of the San Francisco Opera 
chorus. They were magnificent. 

In addition to singing their parts, 
Assistant Director and Choreographer 
Clare West had chorus members move 
in large sweeping motions, in staggered 
patterns, in circles and processions that 
conveyed the inexorable momentum 
within these people. The movement sug- 
gested the image of a field of wheat, flat- 
tened by storms but always resurrecting 
itself after the storms blow over. 

The choreography for the most part 
was very simple, but resonant with 
meaning, at times reminiscent of the 
primitivism of the Rite of Spring. At 
the end of Act I, for instance, the In- 
dians gradually came to accept their 
power to resist. West had them move in 
a circle around the speaker, turned 
away from him, bent over with simple 
rocking motions — scared, enslaved, 
refusing. Gradually, as they came to ac- 
cept their power, they peeled off and 
moved into what eventually became a 
powerful wedge filling the stage and 
pointing directly out at the audience. 

In the last act the women were in- 
structing the indentured Indians in 
nonviolence. As the men in silhouettes 
entered one by one, their bodies bent, 
each with a raised clenched fist, they 
froze in their tracks. Each one was 
gently led by a woman to the other side, 
where together they became a wave of 
unstoppable humanity. 

Satyagraha may not be grand opera, 
but it surely was effective musical 
theater, in no small part thanks to the 
San Francisco Opera Chorus.

A Few Days With Me 
Helas, French supermarket 
heir Daniel Auteuil's speech 
problems also made him seem 
slow, and when his wife had 
an affair, it sent him to an 
asylum. But now he’s back, 
picking up his life again by 
finding out why the family for- 
tunes are fading. As he ques- 
tions evasive regional man- 
ager Jean-Pierre Marielle in 
Limoges, it's clear that 
although he still speaks little, 
he observes a great deal. 


When his strange eyes focus (Kabuki, SF.) 
on Marielle’s maid, Sandrine 
Bonnaire, and he consequent- Pink Cadillac 


ly rents a mansion in Limoges 
and makes her his mistress, 
Marielle has even more cause 
for worry. Bonnaire’s carefree 
lifestyle’s an idiosyncratic 
delight, just as Claude Sautet's 
satire’s been, up till now, an 
ironic enchantment. But then, 
inexplicably, it takes on far 
darker tones that turn it into a 
different, far less interesting 
and overlong film that even 
Auteuil's exquisitely enigmatic 
portrayal can’t restore, or 
remove the feeling that only 
the first few days really count. 


Skip-tracer Clint Eastwood 
may use maverick methods to 
track down bail-jumpers, but 
even he's not quite prepared 
for innocent Bernadette 
Peters. She skipped town with 
her baby in ex-con husband 
Timothy Carhart’s new '59 
pink Cadillac when he let her 
take the rap for his $250,000 
in counterfeit cash. What's 
worse, the money belongs to 
Carhart’s white supremacist 
group and, unbeknownst to 
Peters, it's in the Caddy, and 
Eastwood's been assigned to 


bring her in. It's downright 
amazing how easily he finds 
her in Reno, but Peters soon 
has him helping her track 
down the real guilty guys, 
which provides for some pretty 
passable entertainment. But 
director Buddy Van Horn 
forgets about consistency, 
makes his bad guys really ugly 
and adds assorted nasti- 
nesses that just don’t mix with 
the comedy. Eastwood's never 
quite at ease with his 
character and Peters out-acts 
him all the way so that, in the 
end, instead of a Cadillac you 
get an Edsel. (Galaxy, SF; 
UA7, Berk.; Century, Oak.) 
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Jack Farrell’s LARSF, a story about the discovery of a new number between three and four, is one of the 12 ‘‘finalists’’ being screened in the SF State student filmakers’ program. 





BOZO GOES TO COLLEGE 


SF State student filmmakers teach our critic a thing or two

HEN I was invited to 

be a judge in this 

year’s San Francisco 

State Film Finals, 

two images sprang to 
mind that made me accept. 

The obvious one was of beautiful, 
nubile students who would do anything 
to win. 

The other was of Amblin’, Steven 
Spielberg’s student film that I saw in a 
festival before he went on to make 
features. Subsequent events confirmed 
that he had the talent to make movies, 
which seemed to affirm my ability to 
spot raw talent. 

Arriving at the university last month 
to begin 12 hours of screenings over a 
day and a half, I was soon glad for my 
backup motivation. While five of us 
“ringers’’ from the professional world 
were voting on the films, so were more 
than a hundred film majors whose 
opinions carried equal weight with 
ours. Anyone who could ‘‘bribe’’ all 
those judges was wasting time making 
films. 

On the way in we each received a bal- 
lot on which to cast our Yes or No votes 
on the 60 films and four videos, ranging 
in length from one to 45 minutes, that 
we would be seeing. Those films receiv- 
ing the highest number — or highest 
proportion (the tabulators were to do 
some jiggering, as not everyone would 
vote on every film) — would be given 
public showings in a two-hour program 
at the end of that week on campus and 
this weekend at the York Theatre in 
San Francisco and the UC Theatre in 
Berkeley. 

I awarded ‘‘thumbs up”’ (I’m ready 
for television) to 18 of the 64 can- 
didates, and was surprised to learn that 


ten of my 18 choices were among the 12 
selected for public showing. I’m not 
sure whether to be glad I’m so in synch 
with the tastes of the younger genera- 
tion or sorry I’m no longer the noncon- 
formist I once prided myself on being. 
At least I can’t fail to recommend the 
public screenings, with so many of my 
favorites being included. 

Probably the majority of the com- 
peting student films would qualify as 
“experimental”’ in some sense. Many 
of those were what I consider ‘‘mastur- 
bation’”’ — art that pleases no one but 
the artist. 

At the other end of the spectrum 
were professional-looking documen- 
taries — Cris Chater’s Steaming Up 
Tamalpais, Lynne Sachs’ Sermons and 
Sacred Pictures and Rhian Miller’s 
Strikestory. Although the last wasn’t 
chosen to join the other two for the 
public shows, I preferred it to Sermons, 
which combines home movies shot 
around 1940 by a black Memphis 
minister with interviews with members 
of that church today. The old stuff is 
surefire, but I didn’t find the new 
footage sufficiently relevant or 
revelatory. Besides, it was shown on the 
second day and I may have been 
tougher by then. Had their positions 
been reversed I might have chosen it 
over Chater’s record of ‘‘the 
crookedest railway in the world,” 
which used to go up Mt. Tam. 

Strikestory told me some San Fran- 
cisco history I didn’t know about the 
general strike in 1934 that must have 
rivaled the 1906 earthquake for impact, 
as it established this as a union town 
once and for all. Too many of its im- 
ages are carelessly reversed, but it 
deserves future festival or television 
showings. 

Perhaps my favorite of all was Sylvie 


Carnot’s Both at Once, a Sche- 
herazade-like weaving of tales about 
immigration, with vignettes about a 
“man who stole trees because he was 
jealous of their roots’’ and a ‘‘woman 
who took Polaroid pictures with her 
eyes closed, just to see what she had not 
seen.’’ Eleven minutes of movie magic. 

In Something Old, Something New 
G. Stuart Perkin does to Nevada mar- 
riage mills what Errol Morris did to 
Colma pet cemeteries in Gates of 
Heaven — skewers them hilariously 
but without showing disrespect for the 
people who believe in them. It’s an easy 
target, but he’s done an exceptional job 
on it. 

LARSF is a short story about how 
the discovery of a new number between 
three and four throws the universe into 
disarray. Jack Farrell doesn’t develop 
it as well as he might, but what a great 
concept! 

Georges Foss’s The Hole is a brief, 
punchy bit of animation that’s bound 
to turn up in animation packages next 
year — the Tournee and Festival are 
probably fighting over it at this mo- 
ment. Juli Murphy’s Wolf Line is a 
crude but effective public-service an- 
nouncement about suicide prevention. 

Robert Martin’s Seeing Staccato isa 
portrait of artist David Ricceri that 
does an excellent job of letting voice, 
music and visuals complement each 
other. 

In One Day at a Time Richard 
Morasci profiles Paul Carey, a man 
with AIDS who speaks straightfor- 
wardly about the love and support he 
has received. This is one of the better 
examples of a genre that’s unfortunate- 
ly become too common. 

Walk the Dog is Tom Dailey’s 
successful experiment that combines 
great visuals with Laurie Anderson’s 


music and a sly wit. Dana Mulligan’s 
Shadows in the Dark creates a chilling 
mood of paranoia in a well-photo- 
graphed but (in one sequence) clumsily 
edited film noir. 

My only major disagreement with 
the final selections was on A Piece of 
Skin by Katherine Enos. Strikingly 
shot in black and white, it appears to be 
about torture and I found it a torture to 
watch, 

You can be among the first to see the 
work of these 12 student filmmakers at 
the York or UC, but I’d like to put ina 
word for a few you won’t be seeing, 
whose efforts got my vote. 

Catherine by Lenna Krause is a 
Mommie Dearest variation, a memoir 
about an alcoholic mother. Lidia 
Szajko has a woman remembering a de- 
parted lover in A Constant State of De- 
parture, a not-uncritical love letter in 
blank verse. A broken relationship is 
recalled in well-chosen fragments in A 
Study of the Journey by William Dall. 

A borderline case is Sun by Toru 
Nobe, a portrait of a woman who suf- 
fers from polio. It makes its points 
about discrimination against the dif- 
ferently abled and has a good traveling 
shot with the camera at wheelchair 
level, but it devotes too much time to 
Sun’s favorite pastime, wheelchair 
basketball, and is perhaps too noble 
overall. 

Some of the more problematic films 
shouldn’t be judged too harshly; it’s no 
sin to be sophomoric when you’re a 
sophomore. Ellen Doskey’s America: 
Not Her Real Name (great title!) and 
Tommy Kwok’s more ambitious Spec- 
tacular Void show awakening social 
consciousnesses that are fine at the stu- 
dent level but have little new to say to 
those of us who became aware of the 
same things in our own student days. 


Another film with a terrific title was 
Spectre General by Eric Tornoe. I’d 
rather see his next work than that of 
many people I voted for, but in this 
one he doesn’t quite connect his 
World War II images with the scenes 
of effectively implied violence. 

Some panels were arranged in con- 
junction with the film finals. We out- 
side judges formed the ‘“‘Community 
Feedback’’ panel, a less painful process 
than I anticipated. Only one filmmaker 
had the nerve to ask us point-blank 
what we thought of his work, and I 
think he knew from the crowd reaction 
at the screening that he was on safe 
ground. 

I told the audience I would probably 
dump on someone that day who would 
return to haunt mein ten or 20 years when 
they were fabulously successful film- 
makers, and I hoped my criticism would 
have given them the incentive to learn 
to do a better job. It’s easier to criticize 
than to do; but believe me, some of the 
films I saw that week were harder to 
watch than they were to make. 

The main point I tried to get across 
was the need for communication. If no 
one gets the point of your film it 
doesn’t make you a misunderstood 
genius, it makes you a failed com- 
municator. Some people have to learn 
that the hard way. 

I didn’t spot a Spielberg this year, 
but I’ll bet some of these student film- 
makers will be making their presence 
known in the future. a

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The Nitty Gritty Dirt Band.

Nitty Gritty Dirt Band, Will the 
Circle Be Unbroken Volume Two 
(Universal). 

When the Dirt Band invited Roy Acuff, 
Maybelle Carter, Earl Scruggs, Merle 
Travis, Doc Watson and others to join 
them for a cross-generational Nashville 
collaboration 17 years ago, the resulting 
triple LP created a timeless bridge 
between not-so-radical, longhaired 
upstarts and the allegedly stuffy C&W 
music establishment. Their common 
ground was defined by a set of familiar 
bluegrass and country tunes and a 
mutual openness, or at least curiosity. 
The historical moment of Volume Two is 
far different. The generational barriers 
were lowered long ago; rock and pop 
conventions are now part of the country 
mainstream; “unconventional” collabor- 
ations are commonplace. So this 
meeting of a slightly different Dirt Band, 
(23 years old itself), with Johnny Cash, 
John Prine, John Hiatt, Ricky Skaggs, 
Sam Bush, Emmy Lou Harris, John 
Denver, Roger McGuinn & Chris Hillman, 
Bruce Hornsby and others, actually 
sounds conservative, though not ina 
stodgy sense. There are few tensions to 
be resolved, no stylistic breakthroughs. 
But even if the harmonies are not hard- 
won and the neo-traditional instrumen- 
tation seems almost too easy in the 
hands of a new Nashville mafia (Jerry 
Douglas, Mark O'Connor, Randy 
Scruggs, Sam Bush et.al.), Circle Two is 
still one of the more enjoyable country 
records of the year. It doesn’t break any 
new ground but it puts a host of earnest 
artists — especially Bill Monroe veteran 
Jimmy Martin, Skaggs, McGuinn & 
Hillman (revamping their Byrds treat- 
ment of ‘You Ain't Going Nowhere”’) and 
Hiatt with Rosanne Cash—in a brilliant 
and invigorating acoustic setting. 





Chalo Eduardo & The Brasilian 
Beat, / Miss Rio 

(Carnaval Records). 

With his band, Brasilian Beat, often in the 
flamboyant company of the Escola Nova 
de Samba dancers, Chalo Eduardo has 
long accelerated the Bay Area's world- 
beat pulse with his panoramic per- 
cussion. Finally captured on record, his 
music sneaks up on you and, after nine 
polyrythmic tracks, has you, too, longing 
for the Carnaval season in Rio. Although 
the album opens in almost too mellow a 
groove with Eduardo's less-than- 
compelling vocal drifting in a gentle wash 
of harmonies on ‘Que Beleza,” it picks 
up with Marcos Silva's arrangement of 
Gilberto Gil’s ‘‘Bahia de Todas As 
Contas,"’ and sustains a sensuous 
energy right through Ary Barroso's 
“‘Aquarela Brasiliera."" These samba 
derivations are less about driving 
rhythms than subtle accents and a 
seductive tropical sway. Eduardo does 





get muscular with the percussive 
instruments, though, especially on the 
batucadas, “‘Beija Flor Suite,” ‘‘Evolucao 
Batudaca’’ and ‘‘Ritmista."’ Singers 
Claudia Gomez and Maria Marquez lend 
attractive, atmospheric textures with 
their wafting vocals. If his fusion is not as 
experimental or flighty as that of Airto 
Moreira’s and Flora Purim’s at their 
wildest, his tropical blend is nonetheless 
refreshing. Cleanly produced by Eduardo 
and Charles Albert, / Miss Rio is a 
can't-miss for Brazil nuts. (1747 22nd 
Ave., San Francisco, CA 94122.) 


Joyce Cooling, Cameo 

(Nucleus Records). 

The title of this debut recording by one 
of the Bay Area’s underappreciated 
guitar talents is ironically appropriate. 
Although the heavily Brazilian-accented 
session is in her name, and she plays on 
every track, Cooling is content to sit 
back in the ensemble mix, almost as if 
she is making a guest appearance on 
her own album. Locally known for her 
past duo gigs with singer Kitty Margolis, 
Cooling obviously wants to be identified 
as a team player and she melds her fine, 
understated guitar work with the 
keyboards of the album's virtual co- 
leader, composer Jay Wagner, and the 
Brazilian rhythm section of bassist Helio 
Garcia, drummer Rubens Moura and 
vocalist Claudio Amaral (ali bandmates in 
Viva Brasil). What you hear is not a 
guitarist striving for six-string notoriety 
but a sensitive musician dedicated to a 
collaborative sound, and succeeding. All 
seven carefully arranged pieces, riding 
on the light bounce of Brazilian jazz- 
fusion, are crafted for easy access to 
any jazz-oriented radio format. Next time 
out, and perhaps in her live shows, 
Cooling might set her sights a bit higher, 
and let her fluid guitar-playing assume a 
higher, more personally revealing profile.

Joe Grushecky and The 
Houserockers, Rock and Real 
(Rounder). 

If Bruce Springsteen made working-class 
rock hip, Joe Grushecky has kept it real. 
With a voice only slightly less soulful 
than Graham Parker or Southside 
Johnny, and a guitar-based band that 
picks up where the unjustly ignored Iron 
City Houserockers left off, Grushecky 
Still toils in the steel mills of hard-ass 
rock. He may occasionally strain to 
chronicle the frustrations of majority 
American life obscured by the televised 
gloss of capitalism, or fall short on 
incendiary instrumental power, but no 
one this year has written a better protest 
song than ‘‘How Long,” which borrows a 
line from ‘Sixteen Tons," updates it to 
cover post-industrial imperialism and 
then drives it where the sun don’t shine 
for Ronnie and Ollie.

PAUL'S 
Not DEAD 


But his two latest releases break 
no new musical ground

AUL MCCARTNEY un- 
derstands the meaning of 
glasnost but hasn’t fully 
embraced perestroika. His 
two latest recordings — 
CHOBA B CCCP (Back in the 
U.S.S.R.) (Melodiya), a raw rocker 
planned as a phony bootleg and later 
pressed for release in the Soviet Union, 
and Flowers in the Dirt (Capitol), a 
carefully calculated comeback album 
for “‘the free world’? — demonstrate 
that while ‘‘the cute Beatle’ is brimming 
with goodwill in foreign affairs, he is not 
prepared for any fundamental restruc- 
turing of his pop music foundation. 
Flowers in the Dirt, McCartney’s 
17th post-Fab Four album, opens 
strongly enough with ‘‘My Brave Face,”’ 
a bouncy confessional of loneliness 
riding on a bright mix of electric and 
acoustic guitars and layered vocals, key- 
boards and saxophones. But the music 
starts to sputter immediately on the next 


tune, ‘Rough Ride,”’ aslick slice of faux 
funk that goes nowhere fast. 

That the former was co-written with 
DP MacManus (Elvis Costello) and the 
latter is McCartney’s alone points out 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
Flowers in the Dirt. Whenever Costello 
makes acameo appearance, whether by 
pen or by adding his wailing, sarcastic 
counter-vocal on the self-consciously 
post-Beatlesque ‘‘You Want Her Too,”’ 
the songs have a certain tension and 
McCartney works close to an edge that 
disappeared from his music years ago. 

Unfortunately, the four McCartney- 
MacManus pieces are the only really 
outstanding tracks on the album. Had 
this odd couple combined their col- 
laborative cuts from Flowers in the Dirt 
(the aforementioned plus ‘‘Don’t Be 
Careless Love’ and ‘‘That Day is 
Done’’), from Costello’s Spike 
(‘‘Veronica’’ and ‘‘Pads, Paws and 
Claws’’) and from the British B-Side, 
“Back on My Feet,’’ there would be 
almost enough material for one good, 


short McCartney album. But for most 
of the remaining eight songs, 
McCartney flounders around trying 
new tricks that are just as facile as his 
old ones. 

It is remarkable how Paul’s voice is 
just as flexible and boyish (and now 
and then cloying) as it was more than 20 
years ago: He must be gargling the 
fluids from Dick Clark’s personal 
fountain of youth. His ragged ex- 
uberance on some songs (‘‘Figure of 
Eight’’) is almost enough to paper over 
the lyrical cracks. His songbird sweet- 
ness (except when deliberately strained 
on ‘‘Don’t Be Careless Love’’) only ex- 
acerbates them. He makes a few ap- 
propriate late-’80s nods to burden- 
sharing (‘‘Put It There,”’ with echoes of 
“Two of Us’’) and the global quality of 
‘life (‘How Many People’’), but more 
often McCartney is still struggling with 
his straightjacket of silly love songs. 

Covering every possible base for 
commerical rejuvenation, he brings in 
guitarist Robbie McIntosh from the 
Pretenders, guitarist David Gilmour 
from Pink Floyd, a George Martin or- 
chestration, a bit of pseudo reggae and 
diaphanous harmonies that sound 
stolen from 10cc (and we all know 
where that group went into debt). He 
also uses more producers and engineers 
— including Trevor Horn, David 
Foster, Mitchell Froom, Neil 
Dorfsman and Costello, among others 
— than most bands run through in a 
lifetime. Costello nearly pushes 
McCartney into new and creative ap- 
proaches to pop, but in the end, what 
they say about all the king’s horses and 
all the king’s men is true. 

In light of Flowers in the Dirt’s 
unabashed ambition and limited suc- 
cess, the modest Back in the U.S.S.R. 
takes on that much more charm — 
although probably not to the tune of 
$20 to $25, which is the tariff being 
charged by most of the independent 
record stores that are able to secure 
black-market copies. (Melodiya sup- 
posedly issued 400,000 copies, selling 
them in Russia for four rubles, or about 
$6.60. I found mine at Berigan’s on 
Piedmont Avenue in Oakland.) 

Recorded in McCartney’s Sussex 
studio in July 1987 with a handful of 
British sidemen, the album bops crude- 
ly along with infectious spontaneity 
and energy. For his gift to Russia with 
love, McCartney indulged himself in 
the good ol’ R&B, rock’n’roll and pop 
standards that inspired the Beatles in 
the first place. While the rest of the 
world gets this year’s glitzy model, the 
Russians get just plain Paul paying 
tribute to the likes of Chuck Berry, 
Little Richard, Fats Domino, Ray 
Charles, Sam Cooke, Elvis Presley, 
Eddie Cochran and Jerry Lee Lewis, 
plus detailed liner notes (in Russian) 
and a personal message from Paul ex- 
tolling the virtues of peace-through- 
music. The production is rough, with 
heaps of echo on the voice, fractured 
piano solos and bursts of raunchy 
guitar. It’s looser and more direct than 
John Lennon’s 1975 Rock’n’Roll. 

Opening with ‘‘Kansas City’’ (re- 
corded by the Beatles on Beatles For 
Sale), the album comprises mostly such 
fairly obvious choices as ‘‘Twenty 
Flight Rock,’’ ‘‘Lawdy, Miss Clawdy,’’ 
“Bring itOn Home to Me,”’ ‘‘Lucille,”’ 
“That’s All Right (Mama),’’ ‘‘Ain’t 
That a Shame”’ and ‘‘I’m Gonna Be A 
Wheel Someday.’’ McCartney slips in a 
few less predictable covers as well, from 
“Just Because’ (Elvis’ Sun Sessions) 
through Bo Diddley’s ‘‘Crackin’ Up’’ 
and Ledbelly’s ‘‘Midnighit Special’’ to 
“‘Summertime’’ and ‘‘Don’t Get 
Around Much Anymore.” Still, Back 
in the U.S.S.R. is at most an expensive 
novelty, a fun party record and an in- 
dispensable icon for Beatlemaniacs. 
Taken with the few inspired moments 
of Flowers in the Dirt it reaffirms that 
Paul’s not dead, but neither work will 
upset the balance of power in pop 
music. a

Dr. John 
should be driven to one of most 
inspired performances by the 
co-billed Dirty Dozen Brass 
Band, an octet of horn players, 
drummers and singers whose 
new album Voodoo is one of the 
best jazz, uh, blues, um, R&B 
albums of the year. Born of the 
Crescent City’s funeral march 
tradition, these New Orleans 
sorcerers wed rousing big band 
energy with slick bebop chops 
and gritty blues immediacy, 
promising to turn Slim’s into a 
“pleasure club” of the first 
order.

If you’re dealing with grief, 
especially AIDS-related grief, 
Anthony Bruno’s play offers 
laughs or therapy, whichever 
you need more. The story of an 
AIDS widow learning to get on 
with his life, it’s the great gay 
romantic comedy of the late 
’80s. In the first act Jerry (Greg 
Hoffman) has his first serious 
date in the more than a year 
since his lover Brian died, with 
young, eager Mark (John 
Hogan), who is just starting to 
explore his attraction to leather. 
In the sillier second act Brian 


celebrates them at their most gallantly 
daredevil. Frayn’s intricate romp follows a 
tacky British acting company from kissy-poo 
dress rehearsal to backstage mid-run warfare 
to end-of-tour shambles.
